PAY $5 FOR HIS TAG. 

, T PROVIDES that every man who desires to 

| drink intoxicating liquors in this State 

must pay $5 into the Treasury for a li- 
cense. Now, isn’t that a good idea? If liquor is 
such a bad thing, why shouldn’t the burden of 
taxation fall on those who drink it, instead of be- 
ing distributed over the entire community? I say, 
raise the taxes of drinkers. My bill also pro- 
vides that a saloonkeeper or a bartender who sells 
drink to any man who has no license shall be 
fined $500.

A TEMPERANCE DRINK. 
OHNSON looks like a man who has a serious 
ide of his. duties as a legislator.

“Yes, I told them about whisky,” said Johnson.

am against the saloon. You know I introduced 
that bill providing that neither a wholesaler or 
a retailer shall permit intoxicants to be drunk 
on hig premises, and fixing the minimum amount 
that can be sold to any one customer in the orig- 
inal package.

Then instead of 
making a man violent, it will just warm his blood 
and make him genial. It may cause him to 
drop off into a gentle slumber, but it will never 
incite him to crime. — 

“Two friends of mine drank some whisky. It 
did such queer things to them that they were 
curious to know what was in it. When the bar- 
rel was empty they bought it from the saloon 
keeper, and what do you think they found? A 
pound plug of chewing tobacco nailed to the bot- 
tom of the barrel. 

“Now, I don’t think it’s horseplay to tell people 
about these things. You can do a lot for the cause

HEN one hears a few talks like this, he is 
almost convinced that the Legislature is 


indeéd busy, if only as indicated by the 
humorist who said that a flea is “an animal that 
fusses around a good deal but doesn’t accomplish 
much.” 

Like the flea, the Legislature is always on the 
jump. And, whether it is a mere pretense or not, 
every man of the 142 in the House and the 34 in 
the Senate is as solemn as an owl when he is 
asked about a bill he has introduced, however 
“freakish” the measure may be. 

There is Senator McAllister of Paris, Mo., for 
instance. He is willing, nay anxious, to fight 
and die, to wield the legislative sword Bxcalibur,

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\CF K ON THE BIBLE. 

We regret to note the attack on the Bible em- 
bodied in the bill introduced by Sena Stark in 
the State Senate and ordered to engrossment by 
that body. The bill requires that the Bible be 
read in the public schools of the State. 

The Bible is a wonderful book. Merely as Ut- 
erature it is the world’s richest treasure. It is a 
storehouse of wisdom. It contains prose aud 
poetry which have never been excelled in nobility 
of thought, beauty of imagery, charm of form and 
perfection of expression. From it may be 
learned an unsurpassed code of ethics and a vis- 
ion of spiritual perfection which potentializes the 
regeneration of the world through the brother- 
hood of man. 

Everyone ought to read the Bible. No one fs 
thoroughly educated who has not read it. No 
one who has not read it is capable of understan‘l- 
ing our civilization and its history. But because 
the Bible deals in the main with religion, which 
may not be acceptable to some elements of the 
people, and because there are differing opinions 
as to versions and as to religious doctrines derived 
therefrom, it would be unwise for the State to 
make it a subject of legislation or to take any 
action which would inject questions of its use or 
disuse, of the form or manner of its use, into 
politics. The less the State government has to 
do with questions that concern religion in any 
way the better for the State and for religion. 
To make the reading of the Bible in the public 


ischools compulsory would arouse bitter resent- 


ment in some quarters. It would cause heated 
religious discussion. It would tend to make 
the Bible obnoxious to many who object to the 
compulsory reading of it. By arousing sectarian 
and anti-religious prejudices and passions it 
would interfere with the efforts of Bible societies 
and religious bodies which are trying to induce 
people to read the Bible. Moreover, the clause in 
the bill which releases from the Bible class the 
children of those who do not want them to read 
it defeats the main purpose of the promoters of 
the measure. 

Anyone who wants to read the Bible can get it. 
It is the cheapest book on the market. No one 
who really wants it need be without it for lack 
of the price. Its voluntary study is being pro- 
moted'the world over by energetic individuals and 
organizations. The conditions for its being read 
more and more by increasing numbers of people 
are ideal and the only danger to its growing dif- 
fusion lies in the folly of legislators who labor 
under the delusion that popularity waits on 
compulsion and that spiritual culture can be 


forced by law. 


Until the pay-as-you-enter feature was added to 
the Olive and Page cars the windows on the right 
side were left free of obstruction. But when the 
front and rear traps were put on,assurance was 
made trebly sure by running bars along these 
windows. The object, it has been gravely said, 
was to prevent anybody getting into the car 
through the window without paying. But neither 
can they get out. This is an example of “expert” 


management. 
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COST AND GAIN OF GOOD ROADS. 

It is estimated that under the provisions of the 
Hodges good road bill, now before the Kansas 
Legislature, the cost would average $1 per acre 
for good farming land. 

Commenting on this the Kansas City Star says: 
“& single piece of good roads might not be worth 
even this smal] investment. But a system of good 
roads, giving farm after farm transportation fa- 
cilities at all seasons of the year, when the prices 
of products are highest as well as when they are 
lowest, would be worth many times the average 
outlay.” 

This is a concise statement of the argument em- 
ployed in these columns ever since the good roads 
movement was started. 

The Majors bill now before the Missouri Legis- 
lature proposes to authorize the counties to levy 
an additional tax of 25 cents for road building. 
If the counties work systematically, and in ¢co- 
operation this will give Missouri roads equal to 
those of any other State in the Union within 20 
years, and the annual cost is estimated at only 
from 7 1-2 to 10 cents an acre per annum. 

By systematizing the work with reference to 


4 continuous work for a number of years, the richer 


counties can get their roads immediately,. while 
the more distant counties will build them as they 
can pay for them. It needs no argument to prove 


{that goed roads will enormously enhance the 


value of farm lands. The cost is a negligible 
quantity compared with the gain. This has been 
the experience of all communities which have 
built good roads. 
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Ex-Gov. Hoch of Kansas has taken the lec- 
ture platform trying to prove that “man is abso- 
lute master of himself.” That ig true as truth 
itself. And just as soon as man knows that it is 
true it will be true. The reader can elucidate the 
paradox Yor himself. 
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SELLING WITNESSES. 

_ The prosecution in the Carmatk-Cooper murder 
trial paid Dr. McPheeters Glasgow a fee and em- 
ployed him to testify. Discovering that his con- 
clusions would not support the prosecution with- 
out reserve and finding that he would testify only 
on condition that he be permitted to: tell the 
whole truth and his conclusions therefrom, they 
“sold” him to the defense. That is, the defense 
agreed to pay him his fee and other charges 
which he had incurred in his investigation and 
put him on the stand to testify in behalf of the 
Coopers. 

What theory of ‘ethics’. underlies the “sale” 
of the expert by the State. It would appear that 
the Attorney-General wanted testimony not to 
bring out the truth, but to convict the accused. Is 
it the duty of the prosecution in criminal. cases 





to convict, right or wrong, or to ascertain the 


real facts? Whatever be the “ethics” of crim- 
mal law practice, plain men will nof believe that 
&@ prosecutor should suppress or reject all testi- 
mony which does not help to hang the prisoner. 
It is no answer to say that the defendant has

The maxim that “a man’s house is his castle,”

rant and placed her under arrest. 
was cruel, wanton\and unnecessary, as well a 
illegal. She could not have escaped had she de- 
sired to do so. 

It does not matter whether Miss Hallen ‘s 
guilty or innocent. Her right to immunity from 
arrest in such circumstances was legally complete, 
and the detectives were themselves lawbreak- 


ers. 


The incidental outrages which attended the ar- 
rest deepen the indignation which it excites., And 
it is noteworthy that the charge laid at police 
headquarters was “suspected forgery.” If the 
police imagine that they can, with impunity, break 
into a house, drag a person out of bed and take 
their prisoner away to the police station on mere 
suspicion, it is high time they were taught what 
their authority really is. And there is no better 
way to teach the lesson than to apply to the 
offenders the butt end of the law. Men who are 
employed to maintain and enforce the law should 
not be allowed to break it without being made to 
feel its weight on their own backs. 
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A persistent fighter like Albert T. Patrick 
wins public sympathy soon or late, no matter 
what the merits of his case may be. The question 
of his guilt aside, he is the object of general 
admiration for his intellect and force of charac- 
ter, which no amount of ill-luck seems able to 
weaken. 
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NOT A JOKE. 

Senator Dowell, a Missouri Senator, has put 
himself on permanent record in support of the 
McAllister “Bed Sheet bill,” which has passed 
engrossment towards its final passage. He sup- 
ports it on the ground that it is not a joke, but a 
most excellent sanitary regulation for. hotels. 

It is certainly not a joke. It is a symptom of 
absurb incompetence in progress towards com- 
plete unfitness for the serious business which 
concerns grown-up men, with minds fit for the 
serious business of a great State, in which 
hundreds of thousands of people, old and young, 
will be helped by justice and hurt by injustice. 
Men are elected senators because they are Su))- 
posed to be grown-up men, old enough to have 
the use of reason and thus able to find the rea- 
sonable ways through which alone those who are 
younger, always in a majority, may be treated 
with equal justice and secured in equal opportu- 
nities. 

When instead of this, we have accumulating 
symptoms of deliberate absurdity and triviality, 
it would be an insult to the younger generation 
in Missouri, whose rights are thus betrayed by 
incompetence, to say that this incompetence is 
boyish or puerile. It is far worse. It is im- 
becile, Putting the machinery of government 
and law in a great State to uses which make the 
State seem trivial and absurd is a degrading 
folly.

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: THE “CURVE OF MISERY.” 

Taking France as a text, a publicist in Kansas 
City argues that ‘‘the sum total of happiness de- 
pends rather on the quality than ‘the quantity of 
population.” The proposition seems to prove 
itself. Under it, the argument shows a small 
number of people, compared with a much larger 
number elsewhere who are averaging their “hap- 
piness” along a scientific “curve of misery,” 
drawn across a table of graphic statistics, to show 
that as one generation introduces the next in the 
country, the community or the family, the curve 
of misery increases for both generations as their 
numbers increase.

The curve of misery must be explained before 
this idea is accepted. In every country now and 
in every historic period an increasing population 
has beer® followed by an increase in everything 
needed for life and also in the comforts and lux- 
uries of life. When the curve of misery appears, 
it does not prove that more people are wretched 
because they grow more idle or undeserving. The 
argument of the curve is that they work harder. 
They increase their own poverty, it is alleged, 
while increasing the wealth of the country or the 
community. 

Even if this were true, it woukd not prove that 
Missouri and the states around it are suffering 
from the results of population. It is a strong 
argument in favor of “quantity and quality” in 
population. The “quality’’ least needed, on the 
graphic showing, is that which does most to make 
life hard for ‘the rest in making it easy for itself,

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PROHIBITION PROFIT AND LOSS. 


From the New York World. 

A statement by the chairman of the Model License 
League shows that the success of prohibition in 
Kentucky would mean the loss of $192,000,000 in dis- 
tilleries and breweries alone. The loss in internal 
revenue would be $24,000,000; the Joss to labor §$11,- 
000,000; less to cooperage and glass works in Kentucky 
over $9,000,000. 

By means of such practical arguments the new 
fight against the widespread ‘‘dry’’ movement is be- 
ing conducted. Trades unions whose members have 
either experienced or are threatened with loss of 
work and wages have taken steps to join in the bat- 
tle against the abstinence extremists.

Regarding the accidents im the Unitea States, it 
ig the opinion of the enginesring profession that one- 
half of them are preventable. If so, the next ques- 
tion is, how? A conservative estimate of the number 
of annual accidents which result fatally, or in par- 
tial or total incapacity for work, is 900,000. Reckon- 
ing the wage-earning capacity of the average work- 
man at $500 a year (this makes no allowance for the 
professional men, railroad presidents, industrialists, 
and other high-salaried officials who are injured or 
killed by the railways, mines, building trades, and 
other occupations), we have a social and economic 
waste of $250,000,000 a year. What we are thus losing 
in work efficiency Germany is saving. ‘One Dillion 
marks in wage-earning efficiency annually we con- 
serve for Germany through our sanateria, museums 
of safety, convalescent homes, and other forms of 
social insurance, by which we safeguard .the lives 
and limbs of our workmen and prevent the causes 
and effects of diseases which would lessen their eco- 
nomic efficiency,’’ stated Dr. Zacher, Directer of the 
Imperial Bureau of Statistics, in reply to my inquiry, 
as to how much Germany saved ®ach year.

' The novelty of the program was the presentgéfon, for the first time in 
St. Louis of Laidow’s tone-picture, ‘““Baba-Yaga,”’ descriptive of a Russian 
fairy tale, in which waa scored with great imaginative power the flight of a 
Slav witch through the deep forest in which she made her evil home. The 
cemposition was notable for a‘certain effective wildness of strain in its 
moment of climax, also for a singularly colorful employment of. the wood 
winds in attaining its greatest pictorial impressiveness, and unmistakably 
scored a success with its Odeon audience. It looked for a time as. if Con- 
ductor Zach would be fairly compelled to repeat the offering, so prolonged was 
the applause, but he remained wisely obdurate and was finally permitted 
0 pass on to the program's concluding number, the ‘Tristan and Isolde’’ 
“prelude and ‘finale,. admirably interpreted. ' 

Delightful, too, were the three Brahms Hungarian Dances, played with ex- 
‘quisite spirit and full of the strange blending of gayety, melanchof and bar- 
baric “dash” so characteristic of Czardas. scores. : 








“of Beethoven's imposing ‘‘Eroica” symphony, so finely presented by 
Mr. Zach’s players as again to impress upon St. Louis minds the truth 
of our home orchestra’s masterful development in interpretative art.

Several Women Are Experi- 
enced in Washington, Others 
Are Home Lovers.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Next to 
cabinet ministers, the most interesting 
and influential phase of adminstration 
life in Washington concerns the cabinet 
wives. The President's official family 
consists of nine heads of departments. 
These are divided socially as follows: 

One bachelor—Frank H. Hitchcock, 
postmaster general. 

One widower—James Wilson, Secretary 
of Agriculture. | 

Seven married men, whose wives will 
be with them in Washington. 

These cabinet officers of, family have 
the following children: 

Secretary of State Knox—Three sons, 
all grown to manhood, and one married 
daughter, Mrs. J. R. Tindle, of Pitts- 
burg. 

Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh— 
One son, a business man of Chicago, un- 
married. 

Attorney-General Wickersham—One 
son, who was graduated from Harvard 
three years ago. 

Secretary of the War Meyer—Two 
daughters who figure prominently in 
Washington society. 

Secretary of War Dickinson—Three 
sons, one in business in Seattle, one in 
business in Nashville, and the third a 
student at Yale. 

Secretary of Commerce. Nagel—Two 
sons and three daughters. One son is 
settled in St. Louis. The other children 
are much younger and in school. 

Secretary of the Interior Ballinger— 
Two sons, one a freshman at Williams 
College and the other a school boy aged 
ten years. 

The social leader of the cabinet un- 
doubtedly will be Mrs. Meyer. She and 
Mrs. Knox have had much experience 
in official life and their homes in Wash- 
ington are already established as gath- 
ering places of exclusive society. 

The years that Mrs. Meyer spent 
abroad while her husband was Ambas- 
sador at Rome and St. Petersburg gave 
her wide acquaistance in continental 
society, with the resu?t that on going 
to Washington two years ago she wel- 
comed in her new home the Diplomatic 
Corps and many foreign visitors. The 
change of administration makes. no so- 
cial difference to her, as Mr. Meyer 
moves simply from the head of the 
Postoffice Department to the Navy De- 
partment. 

Mrs, Meyer Cosmopolitan. 

While residing in Europe, Mrs. 
Meyer did not confine her social affairs 
to the one particular capital where her 
husband might be stationed, but trav- 
eled about much, as society of the old 
world moved in accordance with the 
seasons. She passed several summers 
at Hamburg, Germany, that water cure 
resort frequented by kings and nobles. 
Switzerland is familiar ground to her. 
Paris and London she frequently visits. 

The Misses Julia and Alite Meyer are 
very attractive and charming young 
women whose seciety is sought by many 
admiring men. There will be many so- 
cial functions in the Meyer house dur- 
ing the Taft administration. 

Mrs. Knox, by virtue of her husband's 
position, takes precedence at the head 
of the Cabinet women.

Mrs. Knox devotes most of her time 
to home and family. She never partici- 
pates in political affairs, and during ex- 
citing campaigns she either goes abroad 
or retires to her country place at Val- 
ley Forge, Pa. This is a beautiful and 
secluded spot on the historical ground 
of Washington’s winter camp of Revo- 
lutionary War days. 

The three Knox boys are named 
Reed, Hugh and Philander Jr. They 
are, active young men. The eldest, 
Reed, is named after his father’s for- 
mer law partner in Pittsbure. 

Mrs. MacVeagh, though perhaps the 
oldest of the Cabinet wives, will add 
interest to Washington social life. She 
is a woman of culture and attractive 
presence, a lavish entertainer, deeply 
interested in literary and economic 
subjects, and possesses an acquaint- 
ance that extends around the world. 

She is the daughter of Henry s. 
Eames, a former banker of Chicago, 
and for many years she has taken a 
prominent part in the social affairs of 
that city. Among the notable organ- 
izations in which she has been a lead- 
ing spirit are the Chicago Literary 
Club, the Twentieth Century Club, and 
the Art Institute. )

WASHINGTON, March 6—It is not 
hard even for a superficial observer to 
see that there is a new administration 
in power. At the White House itself 
the policemen who have been door- 
tenders have given way to the negro 
butler and footman. The policemen 
stand back of the menials and perform 
their proper function, that of being on 
guard against intruders who might not 
care to recognize the authority of the 
butler and footman. The white ushers, 
detailed to show visitors where they 
should go, have also been put into the 
background and there is a belief among 
them that they will be wholly displaced 
with ordinary servants. 

Down at the White House office the 
changes are even more noticeable. Maj. 
Charles D. A. Loeffler, who has been 
in the public service more than fifty 
years and doorkeeper for the President 
ever since the middie of Grant’s first 
term, is not on duty outside the Presi- 
dent’s door. He is about 71 years old, 
and when President Roosevelt went out 
ef office he was relieved from active 
duty. President McKinley put him into

T. E. Stone, whom President McKin- 
ley made chief usher at the White 
House, has been placed in charge of 
the President’s door. Secretary Fred 
W. Carpenter brought William M. Pen- 
nell, a negro messenger, over from .u@ 
War Department, and installed him as 
his doorkeeper in place of John Hans, 
whom President Roosevelt placed in the 
classified service just before he went 
out of office. Hans has been trans- 
ferred to: the Interior Department. 

Two liveried footmen are on duty at 
the main door of the White House, and 
stand out as the first of a series of 
important changes to be made by Mrs. 
Taft in the manner of the conduct of 
the houséhold end of the Executive 
Mansion. Mrs. Taft, like all orderly 
housewives, began at the front door. 
She brought over a housekeeper froin 
New York, and henceforth the affairs 
of the inner home life of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive and his family will be entirely 
in feminine hands. 

Mrs, Taft Is Very Practical, 

Mrs. Taft has been known throughout 
the official career of her husband as a 
practical housekeeper. She knows all 
about how to cook and how to house 
clean, but she does not actually do the 
work herself, as many fanciful writers 
would have the public believe. But she 
knows what is what, so to speak, and 
as in her former home in K street, 
where everything was spick and spn 
and run on a solid system, she is going 
to make the White House over into.a 
home ‘to her own liking and she is go- 
ing to be right on hand when the 
changes are taking place. 

The two footmen who will guard the 
White House entrance are old servants 
of the Taft family, who have been 
taught the ways of tne household and 
will be able to dispense thetfr duties 
quite as smoothly in the grand foyer 
of the White House as they did in the 
more primitive home of the family in 
K street. They have taken the place of 
twe policemen whose presence at the 
front door has always given that en- 
trance to the White House a semi-pub- 
lic atmosphere, and it is with the object 
of resolWing that part of the Mansion 
into a private home that the blue- 
coated attendants have been withdrawn. 

Within the next week or ten days 
Mrs. Taft and Miss Helen Taft will 
have “made over’ their respective 
apartments. according to their indi- 
vidual tastes. The furniture of the Taft 
family has been taken out of storage, 
where it has reposea since the family 
left Washington last July. Much of 
this is rare bits ef furniture and bric-a- 
brac which members of the family have 
picked up all over the world. The en- 
tire appointments in one of the smaller 
drawing rooms of the Taft hdme in K 
street are teakwood, which were brought 
from Japan and which Mrs. Taft stored 
here last summer rather than take the 
risk. of moving veg things out to Cin- 
cinnatl. 

Getting Things Up on Home Basis. 

Mrs. Taft’s boudoir furniture and the 
little knick-knacks which made her own 
room 80 attractice has been moved into 
the White House, as nave those of the 
other members of the family. Chaniie 
has already chosen his room, facing 
the monument to the south of the White 
House, and his books and souvenirs are 
being put into piace according to the 
fancy of the youngest member of the 
family. 

Mrs. Taft has a fine collection of fine 
linens and china and this has also been 
moved over to the White House, al- 
though it is not likely either the family 
linens er china will be used except for 
private entertainments.

WIVES ON THE PAYROLL 


A, In 


State Threatened With Deficit 
and Legitimate Employes 
Not Paid. 








By a Staff Correspondent of the Pagt- 
Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 6.—More 


than 100 clerks (‘‘private secretaries’’) 
are on the anxious seat as a result of 
the resolutions adopted by the Demo- 
cratic Senate and the Republican House 


of Representatives to eliminate the cler- 
ical force graft. 

At least that number has enjoyed the 
luxury of drawing pay from the Statte 
without more work than the effort of 
Ccrawing their salary warrants. 

Secretary McClintic of the Senate is 
expected to make public this week the 
list of clerks whom the various sen- 
ators have appointed to clerical posi- 
tions. At no time has the Republican 
majority in the House attempted to 
hold back any facts with regard to the 
clerical force, although its leaders have 
deplored the necessity for making pub- 
lic this’ particular information. 


Wives and Relatives in Graft. 


The fact that 30 members of the 
House and about one-half of that 
number in the Senate are carrying their 
wives and other relatives on the pay- 
rolls has caused a ¢ommotion among: 
their country constituents. 

Taking up the first stories of the cler- 
ical force scandal, printed exclusively in 
the Post-Dispatch, the country newspa- 
pers, Democratic and Republican, called 
on their representatives in the Legisla- 
ture to take immediate action. Letters of 
complaint also began to come to those 
members who have added a considera- 
ble part of their families to the State’s 
burden of debt. 

The extravagance of the Legislature 
was accentuated by the fact that the 
State is now confronted with a deficit 
of probably $1,000,000. 

While the Assembly has paid its own 
salaries and the: salaries of clerks and 
other legislative @xpenses promptly, no 
action has been forthcoming in reference 
to the employes of the State’s educa- 
tional institutions who have not drawna 
cent in wages since last August. These 
employes include teachers, janitors and 
scrubwomen, and the total amount due 
them is $360,000. 


Violates Constitution. 


The State Constitution provides that 
the Legislature shall provide for the 
needs of all State institutions before 
making allowance for its own poyrolls. 

All that is necessary to pay the State 
institution employes is a,resolution of 
the Assembly instructing the State Aud- 
itor to do so. Auditor *Gordon says 
there is $2,000,000 in the general revenue 
fund and he is’ ready to pay off the 
State employes whenever the Legisla- 
ture supplies him with the necessary 
authority. 

Republican and Democratic members 
say it is now up to the Clerical Force 
Committee in each branch to discharge 
all unnecessary clerks. Representatives 
Emerson (Glay County), Griffith (Bates 
County), Silver (St. Charles County), 
Sosey (Marion County) and Senators 
Bradley, Chinn, Wilson and Hall, say 
the exposures already have produced a 
wholesome effect. 

With the exception of, Senator Bradley, 
none of those mentioned has any part 
of his family drawing pay from the 
State. : 

“It looked very much as if the House 
was going to extremes in the matter of 
clerical hire,’’ said Representative Em- 
erson. 

“The Post-Dispatch struck while the 
iron of patronage was hot. 

“It brought out a good many sparks, 
too, and caused a scurrying of people 
from the galleries to the cloakrooms.”’ 

Representative Silver said: ‘‘I got lots 
of amusement out of reading the cleri- 
cal force stories, possibly because they 
didn’t affect me in the slightest. I am 
a bachelor, but even if I were married [ 
don’t think I would put my wife on the 
payroll. 

“I am not criticising those who did, 
however. If the relatives of members 
who are on the payroll are required to 
work I guess the State will lose noth- 


Senator Bradley: 
to be congratulated. 


Suggested Four Clerks. 


Senator Wilson: I ‘shave five clerks, 
but I am entitled to six. When we made 
the apportionment I supposed the Legis- 
lature would attend to the revision of 
the statutes. The fact that this con- 
tract has been let to outsiders, probably 
reduces the necessity for so many 
clerks. At the beginrng of the session 1 
suggested that four ought to be enough 
for any Senator, but I was not sus- 
tained. I can't blame the Post-Dispatch 
for going into this matter. The State's 
finances concern every taxpayer and 
we ought to guard them as zealously as 
eur own.

Joha W. Harrison, Millionaire 
Manufacturer, Considers 
Aerial Navigation Easy. 





MODEL SAILED AWAY 





It Was Perfect Success and 
When Started Never Came 
Back Home,

Aerial navigation is not a very diffi- 
cult problem, according to John W. 
Harrison, millionaire manufacturer cf 7 
Kingsbury place Mr. Harrison, in iis 
offices in the Third National Bank 
Building, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had lan, upon which he has 
worked for re than four years, for 
an airship that would: also float on 
water, and he says he is sure the ma- 
chine will be successful, because he 
made a model of it and the model 
worked perfectly. 

“I know it is practicable and will work 
successfully,”” Mr. Harrison said, ‘‘be- 
cause I made-a model some time ago 
which did all I thought it would, and 
more. The only trouble with it was 
that it sailed completely away, and I 
never found it or any trace of it.’’ 

‘Model Sailed Out of Sight. 

Mr. Harrison made his model along 
the lines-upon which he has planned a 
bigger machine. It was two feet long 
and operated by a big clock spring. He 
liberated the airship from the roof of 
his home, and it flew away, He watched 
it until it was out of sight, and as far 
as he could see it the contrivance did 
not drop or show any defect. 

Mr. Harrison fully described his con- 
trivance. The machine is to be built of 
aluminum, the roof and \wings to be of 
oiled silk. It is to be provided with two 
propellers, one for air and one for water 
navigation. The body is boat-shaped, 
af aluminum. The propellers are to be 
of aluminum. Aluminum columns on 
the boat will support tiie roof, which 
is to jbe of oiled silk, surrounded by 
huge, rigid wings of oiled silk. 

Dimensions of Airship. 

The dimensions are to be as follows:

It was built just like he 
proposes to built the big one.

He never made another model, but 
had an engine made for a big machine. 
About that time, however, he says 
other business distracted his  atten- 
tion. 

Mr. Harrison sold the engine to a

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FOR $975,000 


Operations to Be: Resumed at 
Danville, Ill., Giving 
Work to 7500. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DANVILLE, lll, March 6.—The Keily 
Coal Co.’s mines near this city were sold 
this afternoon On mortgage foreclosure 
for $975,000 cash. A representative of 
the company redeemed its interests. The 
mortgage was foreclosed by the estate 
of the late Michael Kelly of this city, 
of whom the Kelly Coal Co. purchased 
the mines. With their sale it is an- 
nounced that the mines which have been 
closed down for months, will be re- 
opened next week. 

Negotiations are now pending to re- 
open the‘local properties of the Deering 
Coal Co., a $5,000,000 Dealware corpora- 
tion, for which W. C. Niblack, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Title and Trust Co., 
was appointed receiver in the Federal 
Court at Chicago, Thursday. Follow- 
ing a meeting of the steckholders with 
R. R. Hammond of Chicago, president 
of the campany, and Receiver Niblack, 
here yesterday, it was announced that 
these mines had been closed for two 
weeks, but would likely be reopened 
within the next week. 

Means Werk for Many. 

This means that 7500 men employed 
in these and the Kelly mines, who have 
been idle, will again be given employ- 
ment. 

The present difficulties of the Deering 
company, it is said, grows out of an ef- 
fort to sell the mines to the Steel Trust. 
It is known that an effort was made 
to sell the mines to this corporation and 
that its officials visited the district to 
inspect the preperties. The price asked, 
the steel corporation claimed, was ex- 
orbitant, and it refused to buy. 

Fellewing this decision on Feb. 1, the 
Deering company declined te longer de- 
liver coal to the steel corporation on a 
50-year contract, then in force feur 
years, Claiming that the C. & E. I. HR. 
R. Co.’s freight rate was too high and 
that the contract was not binding. 

Fellewing this refusal, the Illinois 
Steel Ce., the American Steel and Wire 
Ce., the American Steel and Tin Plate 
Ce. and ether subsidiary companies be- 
lenging te the United States Steel Cer- 
peration case about fer other marts te 
purchase coal. 


Received Coal as Fermerly. 

They have been receiving coal at their 
plants as formerly from other ceal 
cempanies, paying eften abeve the mar- 
ket price and charging the margin to 
the Deering Coal Ce. in the way ef 
damages. 

These damage claims, it is said, new 
aggregate appreximately $215,000, accord- 
ing te representatives of the steel cor- 
The Deering company, hew- 
ever, deny their legality and charges 
cempanies have  con- 
tributed largely te destroying its credit. 
The ceal company, it claims, is selvent, 
having a large outstanding indebted- 
ness. Consequently certain ef the steck- 
holders, fearing that the steel company 
would garnishee this indebtedness, asked 
fer the receiver, thinking thus to avoid 
placing ‘the affairs of the coal company 
in the hands of hestile interests.

The President’s room has been 
changed in only one particular since 
Theodore Roosevelt left it. A _ picture 
of the recent President now hangs on 
the wall back of the Chief Executive’s 
desk. The only other picture in the 
room is a steel engraving of Abraham 
Lincoln, whieh hangs over the fire- 
place, which the President faces as he 
Sits at his desk. 

he picture of Mr. Roosevelt is a 
small one in a gilt trame, It was the 
personal property <«f Secretary Loeb 
and was a familiar sight to visitors to 
the secretary's office. Mr. Loeb pre- 
sented the picture to Mr. Taft, who at 
Once ordered that it be hung in the 
executive office. 

The President's office is comparatively 
small, not more than twel-e by fifteen 
feet. A large flat topped desk faces 
the fireplace, in which a wood fire was 
blazing today. At the right of the Pres- 
ident, as he stis at his desk, sliding 
double deors open into the Cabinet 
room. In front of him, a little to the 
right, is the door that admits to the 
narrow corridor that intervenes between 
his office and the much larger room that 
his private secretary occupies. 

Windows at the south look out on tiie 
private portion of the White House 
grounds, the part to which the public 
is admitted only when the Easter ogg 
rolling is on or when « fete is given 

Mr. Taft, before he became President, 
always preferred the edge of a desk 
as a sitting place, and today in re- 
ceiving visitors In his office, when he 
was not walking about shaking hands. 
he was perched on the Ujg flat-topped 
desk, swinging his feet.

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print of his seal to be a forgery. Blair’s 
crimes consisted of forging deeds of 
trust, which were stamped wit a 
counterfeit seal like that of the record- 
er of deeds of St. Louis. 

Miss Halien’s offense against the 
law, which she admits, consisted in ac- 
knowledging and attesting the signa- 
ture of Mrs. Fortner to the trust deeds, 
when, as a matter of fact, she did not 
see Mrs. Fortner sign- them. 

Miss Hallen says, in explaining her 
action, that she had no reason then to 
suepect that, as now appears certain, 
Mrs. Fortner’s name was forged, ana 
that she 
were taken by Fortner from his home 
to his office aw a matter of conven- 
ience. 

Last Forgery Unaided, 

In Fortner’s final criminal act he did 
not have to enlist Miss Hallen’s -aid. 
This was the forgery of H. C. Tulley’s 
name as indorservent to a $12,000 check 
on the Third National Bank, made out 
by F. A. Steer as an intended first pay- 
ment on Tulley’s apartment property on 
Iinion avenue, which Fortner caused 
Steer to believe he could buy from Tul- 
ley. Fortner deposited this check to his 
credit in the St. Louts Union Trust Co., 
then- drew a check against his atcount 
for $11,000, and cashed the latter check 
atthe National Bank of Commerce. 

Steer is at present the loser through 
this transaction, the $12,000 having been 
¢harged to his account and the trust 
company refusing to reimburse him un- 
til Fortner is captured and the forgery 
officially proven. 

Fortner disappeared just in time to 
get out of the reach of the St.- Louis 
police before the Tulley forgery was dis- 
covered. Steamships have been watched, 
in the belief that he would try to leave 
the United States. Miss Hallen said 
yesterday that she head been told he 
took only light garments, and that, as 
she had heard him tell of having visited 
Cuba once before, she thought he might 
have gone there again. 

The police have been more inclined to 
think he would go to some South or 
Central American country where faulty 
extradition treaties might protect him. 
Honduras, especialiy, is a haven of 
American criminals for this reason. 

A C@. Stewart's investigation, fol- 
lowed by the inquiries of others who 
had had dealings with Fortner, led to 
the repeated questioning of the young 
stenographer, who was the only remain- 
ing business representative of the fugi- 
tive. It culminated in her arrest early 
Saturday. 

Girl Tells Her Story. 

Miss Blallen told yesterday for the 
first time of what she believes was an 
attempt of Fortner to commit suicide 
a month ago. She told the story in 
the matron’s room in police headquar- 
ters in the presence of Mrs. Fortner, 
wife of the missing real estate dealer, 
and of A. H. Handlan, Fortner’s fa- 
ther-in-law, and of members of the po- 
lice force and newspaper reporters., 

After Mr. Handlan’ had heard the 
story he declared his belief that Fort- 
ner would commit suicide, if he had 
not already done so, and Mrs. fortner 
said she feared the same thing, be- 
eause her husband took his revolver 
with him when he went away. 

This is the stery told by Miss Hallen: 

“About a month before Mr. Fortner 
disappeared I returned to the office 
one afternoon after luncheon and 
found him sitting at his desk, looking 
S0 pale ang worried that I asked him: 
what was the matter. He answered: 

ey | came near killing myself while 
you were out.’ 

“He showed me his revelver with 
one shell in it that had been exploded. 
He said that while he was examin'ng 
the revolver it went off accidentally. 
He said: ‘I might have shot myself, 
but I was holding the point of the re- 
volver toward the floor and the bullet 
went into the floor.’ 

“T thought no’ more of it at the time, 
believing it to be an accident,’’ contin- 
ued Miss Hallen. “I knew nothing 
then of the troubles that I know now 
were pressing upon Mr. Fortner, and 
therefore: I had no reason to suspect 
that he might have attempted to coms: 
mit suicide. But later I noticed a bul- 
let hole in the wall. I called his at- 
tention to that bullet hole and he said: 

“yes, that ‘bullet must have gone 
through there instead of into the floor 
as _ I supposed.’ 

‘“Bven then I did not suspect that be 
had tried to end his life, and I did not 
suspect it until after his disappear- 
ance. Now I really do believe that he 
attempted to commit suicide that day, 
and that in some manner he missed 
his aim and that I came in too soon 
for him to repeat the shot.’’ 

“Tl became a notary public March 1, 
1908,"" Miss Hallen told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter just before she left Police 
Headquarters after being released on 
bond, “at the request of Mr. Fortner. 
“tte urged me to do it, after I had ob- 
jected, and told him I had no money. 

“Ele got the bond for me, with the 
fee deducted, but it cost me $15, which 
{ yaid to him. 1 pald the State fee 
and bought my seal. It cost me about 
$25 te become a notary, and almost 
ali the notary work 1 did was fer Mr. 
Fortner. I received no extra pay for it.

‘The police were here last 
night,’’ said Mrs. Hallen, 
daughter to the police station after a 
violent scene in the house, and we con- 


sulted an attorney. He told us we 


were not compelled to admit the police 
to the house unless they had a war- 
rant. 

“On Friday night, about 7 o’clock, we 
saw several policemen:and men in citi- 
zen's clothes standing about the house. 
Not wishing to be bothered by them, 

nd remembering the legal advice we 
had received, we turned out the lights 
and. sat here in the dark all evening. 1! 
did not intend to let them in when they 
applied for admission, but preferred that 
they think we were not at home. 


“There was no one here except my 
daughter, my son, Gunnar, who. is 
2) years old, and myself. I remained 
up all night after my son and daughter 
had retired. : 

‘‘About 1 o'clock the police began ring- 
ing the bell. I did not answer it. They 
kicked on the door and it sounded as if 
they were breaking it down. They 
yanked at the knob and rattled it. Bev- 
eral'times I heard a voice call out: 

‘If you don’t open this door we wil! 
smash it in.’ 

“At no time did anybody 
about having a warrant. 

“Frightened by the notse, my son and 
daughter got out of bed ind we all 
gathered in the middle room. My son 
put on a pair of trousers, but my daugh- 
ter had on only her night clothing. 

“My son went to the back door, not 
knowing there were policemen there, 
and opened it to look out. The moment 
the door was opened a small crack two 
policemen threw their weight against it. 
crushing the boy back against the wall, 
and they floundered into the room. 

“Chief of Detectives Smith was in al- 
most as soon aS they were. My daugh- 
ter was standing in the room in her 
Chief Smith tola@ her to 
hurry up and come on with him. 

‘'Oh, I can’t,’ she sobbed. ‘I’m not 
dressed.’

The meeting was held at the home 
of the secretary of the W. C. T. U., 
Mrs. Fannie D. Robb, % North Spring 
avenue. Mrs. F. H. Ingalls, president 
of the W. C. T. U., was at the me®t- 
ing and helped to draft the resolutions 
censuring the police. 

The resolutions called upon the Board 
of Police ‘Commissioners to prohibit the 
recurrence of such a proceeding. They 
Suggested to the Board that it appoint 
a woman, whose duty it shall be to ac- 
company policemen hereafter when they 
Bo to the home of a.woman at night 
to arrest her. 

Mrs. Ingalls said: 

“We went this morning to Police 
Headquarters to see Miss Hallen and 
learn from her the story of her treat- 
ment at the hands of the police, which 
we are informed was undignified and 
even insulting, but Chief Smith. would 
not permit us to see her.

“ A demand for $1000 indemnity will be 
made on the bonding company which 
signed thé bond for William Gray, 2 
years old, clerk in the mailing depart- 
ment of the National Bank of Com- 
merce, according to a statement made 
last night by B. F. Edwards, president 
of the bank. Mr. Edwards said offi- 
cials of the bank had traced thefts of 
money from the bank’s mail to Gray 
and that the bank had lost about $1000 
by thefts from its mail. The bank holds 
Gray responsible for the entire amount 
and Mr. Edwards says the young clerk 
admits taking part of the money. 

The accusation against Gray was made 
a week ago Friday. Following his 
confession that he had taken money 
from the mail, the young clerk was ar- 
rested by a Postoffice inspector called 

“gn by the bank. Gray remained in the 
custody of the postoffice authorities 
over night, but was released next day, 
the inspectors saying that, as the mon- 
€y was taken from mail already de- 
livered and in the hands of the bank, 
the case was outside their jurisdiction. 

President’s Statement, 

Mr. Edwards said the bank was nat 
geeking Gray's prosecution, adding: 
“We will demand reimbursement from’ 
the bonding company, however, and, ,jn 
my opinion, that concern will take steps 
to prosecute Gray.”

OMAHA, Neb., March 6.—Omaha 
Pinkerton detectives and the New York 
police force are at war over the pear] 
necklace lost by Mrs. Otto C, Heinze 
in New York last fall and found in the 
possession of a Greek laborer in Oma- 
ha Thursday.

Since Quitting Service of the 
Government Has Lived 
Much Abroad. 


St. Louis relatives yesterday received 
news of the death In Rome, Italy, Fri- 
day of EdWin C. Cushman, formerly a 
prominent resident here. Though 7 
years old, Mr. Cushman was in good 
health until recently when he contracted 
pneumonia, and efforts of noted special- 
ists to save his life were in vain. 

Mr. Cushman was appointed United 
States Minister to Italy by President 
Lincoln in 1861 and served in that ca- 
pacity 41 years. Retiring from public 
service, he returned to his home in 8t. 
Louis, and engaged in the coal business. 
He also was associated with Charles 
McNair in. the Missouri Furnace Co. 
For,the last 15 years he spent much of 
his time abroad, and when in this 
country he lived on his beautiful es- 
tate, Crow’sgNest, at Bar. Harbor, Me. 

Nephew of Sculptress. 

Mr. Cushman was a nephew of Char- 
lotte Cushman, the famous sculptress, 
who, when he was left, an orphan, 
adopted him as her son. He spent much 
of his time with her in Rome, where 
she executed some of her most noted 
works. 

In the early ’@’s he married Miss 
Emma Crow, daughter of Wayman 
Crow, a St. Louis educator and phil- 
anthropist. Mrs. Cushman was a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Wayman C. McGreery, and 
a cousin of Mrs. W. H. Thomson, Mrs. 
E. J. Glasgow and James D. Hill, all 
of whom now live in St. Louis. 

Mr. Cushman had five sons: Way- 
man, Charles, Victor, Allison and Guy. 
Allison died several years ago. Charles 
is a professor at Bryn Mawr College, 
in Pennsylvania. Guy is a captain in 
the. Fourth United States Cavalrye 
Wayman is in New York, and his wife 
lives at the home of her mother, MPs. 
Edgar Ames of Lindell boulevard.

$2300, Tells Where He 
Played Races.

Bride of . Yéar..on Southern 
Visit Writes She Will 
__Stand by Him. 





Fnank M. farington, an Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad collector, held in the East 
St. Louis jail on a charge of embez- 
zling $2300, made-a statement last night, 
in which he ‘told in detail how he 
squandered his employers’ money in St. 
Louis handbooks, which are operated 
under the guise of cigar stores and 
barber shops: ©, 


store at 519 Pine street,’’ he said. “The 
man who took the bets there was 
known to mé:as Jim Cunningham. I 
began playing the horses in October, 
and I would bet $10 to $25 on a race, 
and sometimes I would make wagers 
on four races in a day. Cunningham 
would make the mémoranda on a little 
tab of paper. He ‘had two telephones 
over which he recehved the results of 
races at out-of-town tracks, 

He! would pay off the day following 
that on which the bets were made, 
taking the odds from a racing paper 
known as the “Form Sheet.” 

‘After I had cénfessed my shortage, 
I went to Cunningham last Tuesday, 
accompanied by F. L. Miller, the agent 
of the American Surety Co., which was 
on my bond for $6000. I told Cunning- 
ham about my shortage and asked him 
to help me make it.good. He told me 
to call in the afternoon. When we re- 
turned Cunningham asked me who my 
companion was. I told him that Miller 
was just a friend. Cunningham then 
loudly declared that he had never seen 
me before and that if I had _ stolen 
money and bet it on the races I ought 
to be in the Penitentiary. 

Lost $400 in Barber Shop, 

“T had also lost about $400 in a bar- 
ber shop at the-west approach of Eads 
Bridge. I went there, but the barber 
said he couldn’t give me back any of 
my money. 

“I had been playing right along at 
Chris Brockmiller’s cigar store, at 518 
Chestnut street, and had dropped $300 
or $400 there. I had placed most of 
my bets there with a man I knew as 
Johnny.’ When I went to Brockmil- 
ler’s to see if he would help me out, 
I was told that he was in Tampa, 
Fla., and that ‘Johnny’ also was. out 
of town. 

“The largest bet I ever won was $150, 
and that was a frame-up. I was in 
Cuaningham’s place one day when he 
received the result of a race. He gave 
me the name of the horse. ‘Run down 
to the barber\and play -it,’ he said. 
I took his tip and played $25 with the 
barber, winning $150. The next day I 


lost it all on the races.”’ 
Cigar Salesman Gone. 

The store at 519 Pine street has been 
vacant since Wednesday. In the neigh- 
borhoog last night it was said that Jim 
Cunningham had not been seen there 
for several days. 

Recent efforts to convict handbook- 
makers in the St. Louis courts have 
been unsuccessful. 

This is due to a court decision that in 
order to make a case the police have 
to produce a witness who saw the race 
on which the bets were made. 

Edmington's bride of a year, who is 
Miss., has 
written to him saying that she will 
return home Monday and will stand by 
him. He wrote to her several days ago, 
telling her of his shortage. 


Confessed a Week A 
He made his confession og shortage 


a week ago last Monday to J. W. Page, 
cashier of the Illinois Central, in the 
East St. Louts office. Page notified the 
American Surety Co. of New York, and 
Edmington was paroled temporarily in 
charge of F. L. Miller, representing the 
surety concern. Edmington was under 
$5000 bond. 

Expert accountants have beén investi- 
gating Edmington’s books since that 
time and Edmington assisted them by 
explaining his system and pointing out 
where they could find the shortage. Up 
to date the amount is estimated at $2300. 

Edmington said that he began taking 
small amounts last October. He ex- 
plained to Page that as he made his 
daily collections he received part in 
checks and part In cash. He always 
turned in the checks, and then juggled 
his accounts out of the payments made 
in cash. Each day he said that he would 
hold out some account paid fn cash and 
not report the collection. These were 
small accounts at first. 

The next day or a day or two later, 
he gays, he would take other cash col- 
lected and make good the first short- 
age, and fail to report the second cash 
collection, which would be larger than 
the first. In this way he was able to 
coveer up the shortage until it grew to 
large proportions. 

The investigation of the books was al- 
most completed yesterday and Account- 
ant J. T. Bryan swore to the embezsie- 
ment charge. Edmington was taken be- 
fore Justice Brady, where he waived 
hearing and was later taken to jail.

(inventors allowed until June to preve 
machine's practicability, when purchase 
of American rights by Government is 
probable); June Bug.

“That’s where I hope to get into 
the picture with the young fellows. 
I’ve gone through a few seasons 
studying that end of the game, 
and have a mental directory of 
nearly all the American League’s 
batting stars. 

“There are one or two of our 
boys, for instance, | wouldn’t give 
them anything but a wide out 
curve, and they'll bite every time. 
No, Tm not mentioning any 
names. 

“Another point: The catcher has 
the whole game in front of him. 
Besides tipping the pitcher off on 
the different batters as they 
come up—signaling .for a high 
or a low one, one ‘close in and 
one away out, the catcher must 
keep one eye on the runner all 
the time. And there’s where many 
a game is lost, letting the run- 
ners go wild.

Some of the most able exponents and 
defenders of erts and sciences are 
found | among the ranks of our 
United States senators and con- 
gressmen, who take every opportunity, 
both in Congress and when at home on 
the stump, to laud to the skies the 
American manufacturer and inventor, 
and the march of progress, Among 
those who leave no occasion unturned 
for this style of oratory may be men- 
tioned Senator Bailey of Texas, Senator 
Bacon @f Georgia and Representative 
Simms of Tennessee. 

How much at variance with their meth 
the utterances of these gentlemen are 
ean be seen from their remarks before 
the Senate and House of Congress re- 
cently on the urgent deficiency bill. The 
bill contained an item of $12,000 for au- 
tomobiles for the President of the United 
States and a smaller item for con- 
vayances for the Vice-President, Secre- 
tary of State and the Speaker. The 
Senate frowned upon the items and had 
them stricken from the bill. I quoté 
from Senator Bailey's speech: 

‘Time-Worn Objection. 

“The suggestion which I made yester- 
day, an@ which seems pertinent here 
and pertinent everywhere, is that no 
man has a right to use a vehicle on a 
public highway that is calculated ‘to 
jeopardize the safety of other people 
who have a right to use that highway. 
I think that there is not a Senator here, 
or anyone else, here, who does not know 
that it 1s a-matter of daily occurrence for 
horses to become frightened and many 
serious accidents to occur in conse- 
quence of using automobiles on public 
highways. 

“I do not complain very much where 
they are used in a City, because Porses 
Which afte also used in our cities be- 
come accustomed to them and dom 
take serious fright at them, and yet in 
this city, and in every other one, it is 
an occasional occurrence that a seiious 
runaway is produced by some horses 
taking fright at automobiles. 

“T am not myself inclined to have the 
Gevernment patronize any particular 
line of tndustry, but if the argument 
which the Senator from Wyoming has 
advanced here in opposition to th: mo- 
tien which I have made is to prevail, 
then the Government of the United 
States must send all of its horses to 
pastyre to die of neglect and old <<ge, 
and must supply every need it has to 


come ay > by the automobile.

These have changed 
history and made the character alike of 
nations and individuals sadically differ- 
ent from what they would otherwise 
have been. 

Generally speaking a change has over- 
taken the entire country as to the opin- 
ion of the public on motoring art the 
moter car. Aside from the matter of 
the abeve-mentioned facts, many of 
which are abvious, it does not seem 
to be realized by some members of Con-

FLINT, Mich., March 6.—William J, 
Mead of Chicago, an official of “he 
Buick Motor Co., today nominated 
Lewis Strang, winner of the Savannah, 
Briar Cliff and Lewell road races, to 
drive a Buick stock car in the Cobe 
trophy race to be run during the 
month of May over Indiana roads near 
Chicago.

With tHe decision of the Pennsy}- 
vania Road Supervisors, during their 
recent convention at Norristown, to 
build parallel strips of macadam or 
asphalted roadway for the purpose of 
testing the relative effects of automo- 
bile and horse-drawn traffic, light will 
be thrown on a subject that has been 
a matter of argument for some years. 
The idea of the test is to satisfy some 
of the members who hold divergént 
opinions about the amount of road de- 
terioration that can be charged to the 
self-propelled vehicles and to horses. 

The assertion was made during the 
convention that the automobiles were 
largely responaible for the deteriora- 
tion of the roads. This was resented, 
the argument winding up in the offer 
of a supervisor who uses an automobile 
to stand the bulk of the expense of 
building two strips of road ‘exactly 
alike, the one to be used for automo- 
biles, the other is given over to other 
types of traffic.

BERLIN, March 6.—Drastic measures 
have been adopted by the authorities of 
Comptendorf; of the interior, to fmprove 
its moral tone. The character of some 
of ‘the town’s inhabitants has not been, 
to put it mildly, in any sense high. 

The authorities have worried over the 
bad name the community has attained, 
and to improve conditions they now 
propose a crusade that is nothing less 
than startling. 

Certain children will not be baptized 
with others, but a special day will be 
Set apart for them, and clergymen are 
to refer to the child’s parentage in the 
baptismal address before the whole con- 
gregation. 

Another rigid stipulation is that men 
and women of the community who have 
openly disobeyed moral laws are to be 
summoned periodically before the 
church, and warned of their evil lives. 
If they persevere in their iniquity, they 
are to be excluded from the sacraments, 
and if they still remain obdurate, their 
names are to be read publicly from the 
altar. Mothers of “natural’’ children 
will be obliged to’ pay a higher church 
tax than other mothers. 

The utmost indignation is expressed 
in liberal Germany at these sharp reg- 
ulations, which are regarded as utterly 
unworthy of the church, yet great per- 
plexity is felt as to how the situation 
in Comptendorf is to be overcome.

He Opposes Municipal 
Judicial System.

Favors Improvement, but’ Be- 
lieves Proposed Plan Is 
- Unconstitutional. 





Constitutional and not political: con- 
siderations are the grounds on which 
State Senator Thomas E. Kinney says 
he is opposing the passage of a bill to 
abolish the present justices of the peace 
and establish in their stead municipal 
ccurts of 12 divisions, having civil and 
criminal jurisdiction. 

Senator Kinney says he will present to 
the Senate's Judiciary Committee, Mon- 
day gn argument aimed at the consti- 
tutionality of the measure, which was 
drafted and recommended by the St. 
Louis Bar Association. If the Judiciary 
Committee. is not impressed by his ob- 
jections and reports the bill, Senator 
Kinney gays, he will use no political 
pressure to prevent its enactment, al- 


it in some particulars. 

While admitting that the present jus- 
tice court is miserably bad, Senator 
Kinney contends that it is susceptible 
of'reform without radical legislation, the 
validity of which, he holds, may require 
years to determine. 

Net Trying to Save Anybody’s Job. 

‘It is hot politics that is back my 
objections to the establishment 6f mu- 
nipical pcourts,’’ said Senator Kinney to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. “I 
am not trying to save anybody's job, 
and if the Judiciary Committee doesn’t 
agree with my views as to the constitu- 
tionality of the law, then I will let it 
pass. Of course, I shall try to see it 
amended in some. particulars, but not

' “My chief objection to the bill is that 
it is not sound. I believe that Senator 
Emmett Fields of -the Judiciary Coin- 
mittee will take the same stand when 
he has heard my arguments! As a 
secondary reason [I am against the bill 
because it attempts. to, put the Justice 
Courts in the hands of lawyers.

‘Another objection to the measure’s 
attempt to abolish police courts and 
police justices is that these officers 
and tribunals are expressly provided 
for by the charter of the City of St.

above sections of the Constitution, has 


held that no amendment or change can 
be made in the city’s charter except by 
a vote of the people.

pointed as many justices of the peace 
as the public good may require,’ etc., 
and under Section 25, Article IX, it is 
provided that the Legislature’ shal! 
have the same power in the city and 
county of St. Louis that it has. over 
other counties in the State.’ 

“This the courts have interpreted as 
authorizing the Legislature to provide 
for justices of the peace in the City of 
St. Louis. If, therefore, justice courts 
are required to be established in coun- 
ties, a iike rule, undef a decision of 
the Supreme Court, will apply to their 
establishment in St. Louis, for since 
the ado n of the city’s charter and 
its cena from St. Louis County 
the city, has been treated in legis!a- 
tion as a county. If treated as a 
county the Legislature is not author- 
ized to abolish justices of the peace 
and their couyts, and hence the mu- 
nicipal courts bill in this respect is 
invalid. ; 

The municipal courts bill vontemplates 
the election of 12 justices, who shall 
try all suits that now be brought in a 
justice court, in addition to such cases 
as are heard by the three police judges. 

Will Be Self S&staining. 

It is the purpose of the Bar Associa- 
tion to have the jurisdiction of each 
judge so-extensive with the cfty lim- 
its, so that a case from any s@ction may 
be héard by any of them, thus saving 
delay. 

A clerk, corresponding to the Circuit 
Clerk, and a Chief Bailiff, corresponding 
to the Sheriff, and as many constables 
as are found necessary, are abso to be 
selected. 

Advocates of the bill contend tha - 
sides curing the abuses of the wisn 
justice courts, will save the city a large 
sum annually. It is thought the courts, 
like those in Chicago, will be self-sus- 
taining. The justi¢e courts now cost 
$40,000 a year more than their receipts 
in fines and fees.

I realize that the 
Justice Courts ef St. Leuis are not 
good. They were to be the people’s 
courts, but they are het. Litigation is 
full of costs and delays for the very 
people whe can’t stand either. The op- 
portunities for cflanges of venue, ap- 
peals and technicalities are too many. 
Justice in these courts isn’t swift and 
it isn’t sure. But the fault is not in 
the office—it is inthe occupant. 

Would Improve Present Law. 

“I feel sure that we could change 
the present districts, amend the law in 
other particulars and get all the hene- 
fits and escape all the dangers that 
are. contained in the biN now before 
the Senate. 

“If this bill fails, I promise that I 
shall help to bring about an effective 
reform in the Justice Courts and put 
them above criticism. 

“It has been said that I am the only 
St. Louis Senator among the objectors 
to this bill. Prendergast, Brogan and 
Anderson are just as strongly opposed 
to it as I am. Senator Krone, in fact, 
is the only St. Louis Senator who is 
supporting it. 

“I have consulted one of the best at- 
torneys in St. Louis and he has prepared 
the arguments which I shall urge before 
the Judiciary Committee. Here are the 
Particulars in which the bill conflicts 
with the Constitution: 

“Article 6, Section 1 of the Constitu- 
tion vests in certain courts all the ju- 
dicial powers of the State. These are 
the Supreme Court, courts of appeals, 
circuit courts, criminal courts, probate 


The General Assembly has no authority 
to create any otber tribunal and invest 
it with .judicial pawer. 

Belicves Constitution Opposes Bill. 

“The only class under which the pro- 
posed municipal courts contemplated in 
Senate Bill 176 can be placed is munict- 
pal corporation courts. These courts, 
however, were clearly intended to have 
jurisdiction over municipal matters 
alone, or questions. involving the inter- 
pretation and enforcement of city ordi- 
nances, 

“The correctness of this conclusion is 
supported by other constitutional pro- 
visions which confer power and jurisdic- 
tion upon other constitutional courts in 
respect té all matters civil and criminal, 
leaving nothing for legislation except 
matters of procedure. 

“If this conclusion be correct, then 
there is no authority in the Legislature 
to create such municipal courts as -are 
defined in Senate Bill 176, because it 
seeks not only to invest such courts 
with all the jurisdiction now invested in 
police courts and in justice courts, 
but also extends the jurisdiction 
far beyond that of either of those 
courts and attempts, in its ex-

Heating Systems in the English 
Houses Brings No Praise 
From Yankee Bride. 


HER BRILLIANT PARTY

LONDON, March 6.—Lady Granard, 


the bride who was Miss Beatrice Mills 
of; New York, never encountered real 
winter weather in England until now.

The Granards are seeking to rent a 
country residence, and many houses 
have been offered to them, but they are 
not in a hurry about making a choice.

Stein of Beer Occasionally and Di- 
luted Wines Full Extent of His 
Downright Drinking Bouts.

BERLIN, Feb. 23.—The report sent all 
over the world that Emperor William 
had sworn to abstain from iritoxicating 
liquors seemed utterly absurd -to -ev- 
eryone whom His Majesty honors: with 
his friendship and intimate association. 
To be sure, the report was contradicted, 
but the very contradiction caused a false 
impression, What idea is conveyed by 
the statement, “The Emperor ‘has not 
sworn to abstain from intoxicating 
liquors ?’’ 

The simple truth igs that Emperor Wil- 
liam has no reason to “swear off,’”’. for 


he is an extremely moderate drinker. At 
‘dinner he may*take a glass of Moselle 
or of champagne, but he always dilutes 
it with mineral water. Years ago His 
Majesty used to drink four or five 
glasses of beer in a day; very rarely 
now he takes a glass of beer from the 
brewery of his friend, Prince Fursten- 
berg. 

It is interesting to add that for the 
last 10 years nonalcoholic beverages 
have always been on the imperial ta- 
ble. The Empress never tastes any- 
thing else. Her favorite drink is 
“fada,” a sort of unfermented fruit 
juice. In the evening among his inti- 
mates the Emperor sips lemonade. 

Unlike his uncle, the English King, 
William II does not set the fashion for 
his male subjects. The Emperor seldom 
appears in public save in uniform or, 
in the country, in hunting dress. When 
in mufti he usually wears conventional 
apparel. His English mother put kilts 
on him when he was a boy and he dons 
them now occasionally. At one fancy 
Gress ball he appeared in full Scottish 
costume.

But Henry F. Aliciatore, director 
of the New Orleans Weather Bureau, 
is not #0 pessimistic concern'ng 
further improvement of the cerauno- 
graph. He has invented an instru- 
ment of his own, which obtained frec- 
ords of an approaching storm seven 
hours and 19 minutes before the first 
thunder was heard in New Orleans. 

“In its present crude condition,” 
he says, “our recorder cannot tell us 
from what direction the storm is 4p- 
proaching, nor with what speed or in- 
tensity.

Mr. Aliciatore, for his receiver, uses 
metal filings loosely scattered be- 
tween two electrodes. While in this 
condition the resistance of the filings 
is too high to permit the passage of a 
wea current from a local battery. 

But electric waves cOming from 
lightning mate the filings stick to- 
gether, thus reducing ‘heir resistance 
and permitting the weak current to 
pass through and animate a stylus 
which mars a dot on the register. 
His experiments have been. embodied 
in the Weather Bureau reports.

The future of Missouri is in 
tobacco, Kentuckians say, and the 
Kentuckians ought to know, for they 
come from a State where they have 
done nothing else but raise tobacco 
ever since they can remember. 

In Weston now are more than 
three hundred Kentuc“ians,. raisers 
of tobacco, tobacco experts, buyers 
and workers, They have gone there 
since the tobacco troubles of Ken- 
tucky in the last year or twe, and 
they say that they do not intend to 
return, for they have found a hew 
bonanza, a placé which will bear the 
same relation to the tobacco indus- 
try that Alaska did to gold. 

Every day brings more men with 
their families from the Eastern State, 
who have come to test the wonderful 
growing powers of Missouri's soil. 
And every day causes more activity 
and excitement in Wes-on. 


OLDER THAN KANSAS CITY. 


Weston, by the way, has gone to- 
bacco crazy. So have the towns of 
Platt City, De Kalb, Dearborn and 
Liberty. Once, not so very long ago, 
these towns, which were made long 
before Kansas City was thought of, 
were neglected, unheard of. But now, 
activity has come. The one-track 
switches that once stood empty, are 
now filled with freight cars loaded 
with lumber for the building of tobac- 
co barns. Along the dirt streets 
Wagons creak under the loads of 
wood and in the meadows that were 
silent except for the lowing of cattle, 
comes the sound of hammers as the 
unfinished barns mount higher. and 
higher in the air. 

This is the work of a year and a 
half, since the “discovery”’ of the to- 
bacco powers of the soil. Figure then 
what the result of 10 years will be. 

At present there are 30 tobacco 
barns near Weston. But next sum- 
mer there are to be 100. Each tobac- 
co barn represents 10 acres of land 
under tobacco cultivation, for. the 
barns are built to accommodate about 
20,000 pounds of the weed. 

One hundred barns will mean 1000 
acres of tobacco, or 2,000,000 pounds. 

This year Weston’s tobacco sold in 
Louisville—readily. too—at an av- 
erage price of 18 cents a pound. At 
that rate the tobacco output from the 
country surrounding Weston next 
year will be $360,000. And the best 
part of all is that-more than one- 
third of this amount will be profit to 
the growers, 

Scientists in Washington have just 
declared that wheat should sell for 
$1.24 a bushel in order for the farm- 
er to make a profit, because it costs 
him $1.19.a bushel to raise it. Ware- 
house men in Kentucky, who have 
seen the quality of M'ssouri tobacco 
and heard of the yielding power of 
the ground, say it can be sold at 10 
cents a pound and still be raised at a 
profit. 

The American Tobacco Co., too. has 
begun to realize the power of Missou- 
ri’s future as a tobacco State. It has 
established a warehouse at Weston 


and placed a buyer, C. L,. Head, there. 
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DIC'TS MISSOUR! WILL 
SECOND TOBACCO STATE 
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Setore mead came Weston had a 
buyer, however, in W. A. Gray, an in- 
dependent tobacco man, and one 
whom the night rider troubles of Ken- 
tucky caused to come to Missouri. 
Now, he is glad he came. 

When the pools and independent 
trusts were formed in Kentucky, Gray 
was a Warehouse owner in Flemings- 
burg. His warehouse was threatened, 
and for the rest of the season, Gray’s 
warehouse was guarded by men with 
Winchesters. The crop was finally 
sold. Then Gray came to Missouri. 

“T came on a short visit first to in- 
vestigate,” he said the other day in 
the town, “and it didn’t take me long 
to decide. I made a flying trip back 
to Kentucky to get my family. Then 
I came out here, bought my ware- 
house, and I’m here to stay. 

“It’s the tobacco country of the fu- 
ture,” he said, enthusiastically. “Why, 
I've seen tobacco land ever since I 
was old enough to know what tobacco 
looked like, but this is the best that 
I ever saw, for the growing of white 
burley tobaceo. Within three years 
this county alone will be raising 10,- 
000,000 pounds of tobacco a year. 

“And when that comes there will 
be other counties that are raising just 
as much, for I believe this land pre- 
va‘ls throughout the State. Then the 
tobacco market will be divided. Of 
course, Louisville will remain the ‘vo- 
bacco market of the world, but there 
will be others. The principal one, I 
believe will be either at Kansas City 
or St. Louis. 

“As St. Lou's has now one of the 
large tobacco factories it probably 
will be there, unles independent fac- 
tories locafe in Kansas City. But it 
will be at one of the two places. Ken- 
tuc’y, in its good years, raises about 
350,000,000 pounds of tobacco. With- 
n ten years Missouri will be raising 
nearly as much.” ) 

AT GRAY’S WAREHOUSE. 


In Gray’s warehouse, about a mile 
from Weston, men were pressing to- 
bacco into hogsheads and preparing 
it for shipment. Near them was an- 
other man, rather short and sharp 
eyed, who critically examined every 
handful of the cured tobacco as he 
took it from the huge stacks and 
threw it into a pile on the floor for 
the packers. 

“That’s rather poor, ‘sn’t it?” the 
visitor assed as he loo’ed at a pile 
of dry, crumbling .tobacco. “That 
won't bring more than 7 cents a 
pound, will it?” | 

The sorter, J. C. Browning, a leaf 
dealer of Louisville before the night 
rider troubles began, smiled, while 
the three men who had been turning a 
large press stopped to listen. 

“It'll bring nearer 17 cents,” he 
said. ““There’s some of the finest to- 
bacco for granulation I ever saw. 
Other tobacco may be prettier, but it’s 
plug tobacco.” 

He walked to a stack of tobacco 
and pulled forth a dark brown, sil cy 
leaf. ; 

“There's your fine grade plug leaf,” 
he said. “Kentucky never grew finer.

COFFERY WAS KNOWING. 

Coffey saw the tobacco and ailso 
saw the opportunities, He let it be 
known to the ones in Kentucky who 
were dissatisfied with conditions 
there that out here in the West was 
a State that could do just as well as 
the Bluegrass State could. And it, 
was he who persuaded the men to 
come. 

But before him was Canby Hawk- 
ins, the tobacco pioneer. It was about

F ALL the people in this coun- 
() try who keep poultry it is. safe 
to say that eight out of every 
ten make the production of new-laid 
eggs their first consideration, and 
for every one of these there are hun- 
dreds of others who fail to avail 
themselves of equally advantageous 
opportunities. 

Despite the immense advance that 
has been made in all branches of 
utility poultry culture during the past 
10 years, the genuine new-laid egg be- 
comes dearer every year and less eas- 
ily obtained, especially in winter. It 
has no equal: substitute—nothing else 
ever quite takes the place of the real- 
ly bona fide new-laid egg. And yet 
there are thousands of people who 
keep on paying for what they might 
themselves easily produce at small 
cost and at the same time provide 
themselves with a pleasurable hobby. 

A hobby may be a source of profit 
or the reverse, but with a little ex- 
perience and common sense, that of 
keeping a few fowls in order to pro- 
vide one’s Own breakfast table with 
the delightful “new-laid” which ev- 
eryone enjoys, and which is so much 
more dependable as to its age when 
“manufactured on the premises,” is 
one that might be indulged in by 
thousands more than is done at the 
present time. 

Very few, except the most closely 
confined, but have some available 
spot where a pen of fowls may be 
kept, and the cost of converting such 
places into a suitable run is usu- 
ally small.

In the first place, it should be

quantity of scraps which make: a 
most useful addition to the poultry 
menu, and which would otherwise be 
wasted. It is fair to leave these out 
of the cost of keep, and they form 
one of the advantages which the 
small poultry keeper obtains over the 
keeper of large flocks. 

There are, then, three important 
points to be taken into account— 
feeding, management, and strain. he 
cost of the purchased food for a lay- 
ing hen, allowing for rates paid for 
small quantities in retail and taking 
the average market prices, will make 
it necessary for a hen to lay only 
78 eggs per annum to clear the cost 
of the food purchased for her, and a 





hen that did not lay at least 120 
eggs per annum is not worth keep- 
ing, as this number can doubtless be 
considerably exceeded by careful se- 
lection and breeding specially to a 
laying strain.

The 
physicians diagnosed the cause is 
“Americanitis,” that complication of 
ailments and derangements sui gen- 
eris to the Américan business man 
who works hard, thinks hard, eats 
hurriedly and ‘warries his business 
home with him. 

Furey owned the majority of the 
stock, some 62 per cent. He was gen- 
eral manager and chairman of the ex- 
ecutive board. He ran the business, 
as he had created it, almost alone. 


HALF MILLION IN CASH. 


Upon his death an accounting was 
prepared. It was found that the cor- 
poration was in splendid condition. 
It had $550,000,.more than all its de- 
mand iiabilities, on deposit in cash 
in a single bank, not to speak of an 
almost equal amount scattered 
through various other institutions, 
and a batch of mortgages and bonds 
that were as good as the proverbial 
wheat. 

The company dealt in a unique sort 
of bond, the invention of Furey. But 
thereby hangs another interesting 
story, which will-be detailgd at some 
length before we close this tale of 
the indispensable man. The ability 
to .create.these wonderful ways af 
making money was only one of thé. 
elements that made Charles La Tour 
Furey indispensable. 

The dignified directors called a dig- 
nified meeting and decided that 
Furey’s place must be filled at once. 
His profits had been $100,000 a year 
and his salary had been $50,000, and 
he earned every cent of it. The cor- 
poration was willing to give as large 
a salary to his successor and a man 
was found who jumped at the chance. 

He took over the place and sat at 
Furey’s desk and in. his swiveled 
chair. He talked in large figures and 
got himself some extra stenographers. 

But business began to drop fright- 
fully.

Now for a little history of his 
achievements and the qualities that 
made him indispenable. 

* Thirty years ago young Furey_was 
an office boy in the employ of @ man 
named Charles Steele, who Was pros- 
perous and thought that he was mak- 
ing the most of his opportunities. 

The boy was not backward. He 
formed a few ideas and he told his 


employer of them. He got sneers at 
first but attention later, and then 
Steele put a few of the ideas into 
practice and made himself a rich 
man. Then Furey quit his employ 
because he felt that he oould make 
himself rich, too, having a few ideas 
still left. 

When he told the protesting Steele 
that he had decided to quit. working 
for a salary, Steele offered to finance 
anything that the youth wanted to 
undertake. 

He provided capital and young 
Furey increased it in several finan- 
cial ventures. Then, about twenty 


‘years ago, Furey came to Steele and 


laid before him a financial proposi- 
tion which was the beginning of the 
American Guaranty Co., and which 
for beautiful simplicity and certainty 
of big returns has probably never 
been excelled. — 

He proposed to.start a sort of in- 
surance company, with the Insurance 
feature omitted. This was the won- 
derful bond spoken of above. 

He proposed that a bond or contract 
be issued for amounts ranging be- 
tween $1000 and $10,000, to be sold to 
investors on terms whereby they 
could pay certain amounts each year, 
the average contemplating the full 
payment within twenty years. 

On these bonds the company guar- 


anteed 6 per cent interest. The man 
who bought a $5000 bond paid $250 a 
year, or $5 a week, for 20 years. It 
was a plain banking proposition, with 
twice as much interest as a bank paid. 
_ That was simple enough. The com-

pahy could reinvest the money and 
earn 6 per cent on it, with mortgages 
on stable realty and minor public 
service corporations. There could be 
no loss except the expense. - 
Where then was the profit to come? 
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A clause was inserted in the bond 
that after two years of payments, on 
the days specified and to the full 


amount specified, the bond became a 


liability against the company and car- 
ried a set loan and surrender value. 

But, if there was a lapse of payment 
before that period, all the money paid 
in was lust to the bondholder. 

Steele questioneu the legality of 
such a bond. A test case was made 
on the first bond issued. An initial 
payment was made and then the 
bond was declared forfeit when the 
next week’s installment failed to ar- 
rive by 6 o’clock of the day set. 

The courts held it legal. It was car- 
ried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States and. there the bond was 
again ratified. That left no obstacles 
in the way, the $500,000 company was 
easily financed and Furey was put 
at its head. 

Furey had studied. statistics of in- 
surance companies. He had always 
displayed a genius for matters of in- 
surance. 

HE FOUGHT PUBLICITY. 

He found that a large percentage of 
the policies lapsed under the old form 
of policy which made the _ entire 
amount paid in forfeited when a pay- 
ment was not on time.

The man who likes 
the gamey fldvor of wild meat finds 
in a juicy venison steak, hot from 
the coals of. the broiler, or in a 
steaming venison rump roast, a 
most delicious and nourishing food. 
The big hotels and cafes of the great 
cities serve venison as a rare treat 
and charge their rich guests a stiff 
price for the gratification of their 
appetites. 

Sometimes an unscrupulous cook 
substitutes high-grade, brush-fed An- 
gora goat. venison for the genuine 
venison, and with slight danger of 
detection from the layman. Venison, 
however, has its own peculiar ind 
delicious flavor and the man who has 
acquired a liking for it is not read- 
ily fooled by mutton or goat venison. 

One of the largest and most suc- 
cessful deer farms in the central 
States is that of John W. Griggs of 
Iowa. He has a large farm of rich 
prairie land and devotes but a small 
acreage to the deer. They are han- 
died simply as a side line to general 
farming and one that shows a nice 
balance on-the credit side of the farm 
ledger. 

Mr. Griggs’ experience in raising 
deer extends over the past 15 years. 
He is an old settler, visiting North- 
ern Iowa as a hunter and trapper 
over forty years ago, and shortly aft- 
erwards making his home here. At 
that time Northern lowa was the 
sportsman'’s paradise of small game, 
and an occasional deer was to be 
found along the wooded valleys, 

Mr. Griggs has always been a lover 
of wild animals and a close student 
of their habits. The trapper’s tife 
fave abundant opportunity for this. 
mn later years he still hunts for 
sport's sake, and the growing scarcity 
of game demands a keen knowledge 
of wild game habits if the hunter ~o- 
turns successful from the chase, He 
likes to handle and make pets of 
various animals, and his little farm 
park has at one time or another con- 
tained deer, elk, wolves, rabbits, wild 
geese and other wild animals. §o it 
happens that this man has’ had a 
cessful breeding of deer. bie 

Fifteen years ago two deer wore 
secured for the little house yard park. 
They Were nice pets, dainty and ‘n- 


teresting and asked little in the way 
of care except grass and water in the 
summer and a few ears of corn in 
winter. 

Several years later he began to 
save the doe fawns and purchased a 
few more, and these, with an -occa- 
sional buck to infuse fresh blood ‘n 
the herd have rapidly increased until 
the herd now numbers close to 190 
head each fall before the surplus are 
sold. Until the last few years the 
surplus was mostly sold alive for 
park-stocking purposes, but recently 
the venison market has been given 
most attention. 

The Virginia or white-tail deer is 
the deer that has been found most 
successful in this environment. This 
is the common deer of the United 
States and embraces several distinct 
types that differ somewhat from each 
other. Each type seems to have had 
its native habitat along definite lines 
of latitude from the Atlantic to ‘he 
Rocky Mountains, with the _ types 
gradually mérging from one to the 
other between these lines. The dif- 
ferences appear to be largely due to 
the varying climate conditions. 

The Minnesota or Northern white- 
tail is the largest type, with coarse 
hair, short and strong legs and a good 
body. The type found in the cen- 
tral states, generally known as the 
Virginia, is a somewhat smaller deer, 
t'ner haired, neater turned and finer 
boned. This is the deer that was 
common to Iowa and Northern Mis- 
souri in the early days. 

South of this was found the Ar- 
kansas white-tail, which is a trifle 
more leggy, with longer body and 
neck and a thin, fine coat of hair. 
The natural characteristics of each 
type best adapt it to the climate of 
its own original home. 

The black-tail deer comprises two 
common types, the mule black-tail, 
with is native to the Rocky Moun- 
tains and foothills, and the Colum- 
bia black-tail, which is native to the 
Pacific slope. These black-tail deer 
are by nature at home in the high 
and dry climate of the mountains and 
foothilis and do not seem to thrive 
so well in the humid states of the 
Mississippi Valley. 

Mr. Griggs has at one time or an- 
other tried all of these various types 
of deer, and finds that each has 
some good points. His choice for 
Northern Iowa is the Virginia, or 
central type, white-tail. 


The northern type does practicaily 
as well, but the Southern type does «ot 


‘stand the cold winters like its North- 


ern brothers. Southern breeders 
would doubtless find the Arkansas 
deer already acclimated and most 
profitable in a Southern’ environ- 
ment. 

It is a remarkable thing that while 
deer have been an important factor 
both as food and clothing in the iife 
of man since the earliest record, yet 
only one species, the reindeer, has 
been domesticated. The efforts ‘to 
domesticate and raise deer have been 


generally spasmodic and experimen- b 


tal. 
DO BETTER IF SEMI-WILD 


However, it will doubtless be found 
that better results and fewer losses 
will obtain by raising deer in a semi- 
wild state rather than under complete 
domestication. Domestication would 
probably destroy to some extent ‘he 
natural hardiness of the animals. 

When properly handled, deer in 
captivity are hardy and very prolific. 
The mating season is in November. 
A doe breeds usually at 18 months, 
but sometimes an early fawn that 
has received good care and the does 
well fed will breed at six or seven 
months. 

Mr. Griggs aims to carry 35 breed- 
ing does over each season and counts 
on fifty to sixty fawns. In a private 
game preserve owned by a wealthy 
New Jersey man, 19 head increased to 
400 in 10 years. In the preserve of a 
Pennsylvania hunting club 90 head, 
mostly doea, increased to nearly 
2000 head in six years and 1000 fawns 
were expected in the seventh year. 

The fawns are beautiful little crea- 
tures and are born with all the in- 
herent fear of man of a wild fawn 
in the woods. They are gray, with 
white spots, until the new coat of 
hair grows out in the fall, when 
they become a dirty gray that har- 
monizes with bare limbs and the 
trunks of trees and bushes. It ig :e- 
markable how many deer can stand 
in a little thicket and not one be vis- 
ible to the “unpracticed eye. The 
fawns require no attention 
young except to be left strictly alone 
with their mothers. 

The deer is a natural timber ani- 
mal, always living around more or 
lees timber in its wild state. © Its 
natural food is es, twigs,’ sprouts, 
acorns and other nuf&, fruits and ber- 


when. 


ries, with some grask and tender 
plants and weeds that'grow in the 
woods. Under semi-domestic condi- 
tions they will thrive on weeds of 
most kinds, with some grass, clover 
and alfalfa preferred, but do not eat 
much timothy or bluegrass. Coarse 
feeds such as weedy hay, oats straw 
and fodder are relished. And most 
essential of all, a grove is needed 
to supply leaves and twigs, as well 
as to furnish shelter. 

The leaves that fall with the com- 
ing of frost are all picked up and 
eaten long before spring. During the 
winter no water need be furnished, as 
the deer prefer to eat snow, but at 
other seasons water must be sup- 
plied in liberal quantities. Running 
water or lakes are, of course, prefera- 
le. , 
Where land is valuable and there 
is not abundant range, part of the 
deer park should be planted in win- 
ter wheat or rve for winter pastur- 
age. One successful breeder plants 
a few acres each year to the weediest 
oats he; can find, and the more mus- 
tard the better. Rape, cowpeas and 
similar plants are also relished. 

During the winter, grain must he 
fed. Also grain should be fed to the 
breeding does in summer if the 
fawns are to be pushed for an early 
market. Grain should also be fed lib- 
erally for a month or six weeks just 
previous to the mating season. This 
is the only time of the year that che 
deer eat much grain, and for about 
five weeks, beginning the last of 
September, they have sharp appetites 
and lay on flesh rapidly if given a 
full feed. 


SEPTEMBER VENISON BEST 


This is when the best venison igs 
secured, and is, in fact, the only time 
when they are ordinarily killed for 
the market. By the middle of No 
vember the appetite fails and they 
eat scantily the rest of the winter, 
coming out in the spring thin, put 
not unduly poor, regardless of the 
amount of grain offered them. Corn 
is perhaps the best grain feed. Bran 
and other mill feed is greatly rep 
ished, but is usually more expensive 
for the farmer in the corn belt. 

The corn, either on the ear or 
shelled, is simply scattered on the 
dry ground and the deer pick up every 
kernel as do sheep. Some breeders 
furnish salt in abundance and others 
never feed salt except to entice the 
herd into strange quarters or unfre- 
quented yards. 

Fencing is probably the most ex- 
pensive single item connected with 


the business. A good fence is re- 


quired, not only to keep in the deer, 
but also keep out dogs and wolves. 
Mr. Griggs uses an eight-foot woven 
wire fence, using. heavy posts set 
one rod apart. The deer are extreme- 
ly timid and nervous when excited 
and frightened, dash off and some- 
times run blindly into the fence, so it 
takes a well-built fence to turn them. 
Deer have heavy coats of hair that 
are waterproof and afford them 
abundant protection from the sever- 
est weather, provided they can get 
out of the wind. Timber of some 
kind, preferably thick with open 
ground either around or through it, 
is necessary, both for protection from 
bad weather and tw give them a hid- 
ing place when frightened, as well as 
to furnish a large share of their food. 
Small underbrush is soon cleared »:1t 
by their browsing, but they are not 
so destructive as goats in this re- 
spect. 

Given intelligent care and natural 
conditions, deer are exceedingly 
hardy. They do not seem to be both- 
ered with the diseases and parasites 
common to domestic animals. With 
a little care they will practically 
raise themselves. 

No domestic animal, with the possi- 
ble excéption of the goat, requires so 
little attention. New blood must be 
secured and inbreeding avoided if this 
natural hardiness is preserved. Fresh 
blood can be obtained f..m other 
breeders, but the best method is to 
get a buck that has been caught in 
the woods. A vigorous buck will 
take care of a dozen or fifteen does. 


WHAT BUCKS WEIGH 


They are very sure and regular 
breeders, barreness being rare under 
conditions that approximate the wild 
life. There are a few diseases that 
sometimes take toll of the flock. The 
worst of these is said to be “black 
tongue,” which seems to be either an 
infectious. or a contagious disease. 

It is highly probable, however, that 
the major part of such losses can 
be traced to improper handling or to 
weakened constitution due to line 
breed‘ng. 

The white-tail bucks range in 
weight from 150 to 300 pounds and 
the does weigh from 120 to nearly 204 
pounds at maturity, or four years of 
age. Early fawns that have been 
pushed by feeding the does often 
weigh 70 to 90 pounds at 6 months 
old. The usual time for killing for 
venison is at 18 months, when a 
good doe weighs 130 and a buck 160 
pounds. 

A deer carcass dressed ready for 
the market carries head, legs and 
skin, so the shrink in dressing is very 
light, running around 25 to 30 per 
cent. Two years ago the Chicavo 
market netted the grower 23 cents 
per pound and last year 25 cents. 

It can readily. be seen that the ven- 
ison market is profitable. The com- 
mission firms will contract for a 
grower’s entire surplus and order reg- 
ular shipments each week during the 
season. 

The preparation for the market is 
simplicity itself. The regular attend- 
ant quietly and carefully works 
through the herd and gets to one side

Particularly is this true at the mat- 
ing season, when the “gentle” net 
who has overcome his fear of man 
may become a most dangerous brute 
without an instant’s warning. 

Occasionally the old bucks get cross 
and ugly with the rest of the herd and 
there is more or less loss from 
stabbed does or young bucks that do 
not get out of the way quick enough 
at feeding time. On large ranges this 
does not often occur. A cross buck 
should be sold for venison. 

A good:market could be worked up 
for skins and mounted heads if one 
cared to take the trouble. The tanned 
skins make elegan{ rugs or blankets, 
but the hair is too coarse and brittle 
to stand the rough handling of a robe 
or fur coat. If it can lay flat like 
a rug it will take a lot of hard serv- 
ice. A buck with an exceptionally 
nice head will command $5 extra in 
the carcass. A mounted head should 
bring from $15 up, depending on the 
skill of the taxidermist and the ex- 
tent of the antlers. : 

A herd of elk or wapiti was at one 
time maintained by Mr. Griggs, but 
they were not found so profitable as 
deer. The elk is a prairie animal, 


living mostly on grass, with just from the raiser. 
enough leaves and browse for dessert. 


It therefore requires larger pastur- 
age for summer and large quantities 
of hay and grain in winter. The elk 
is a large animal, weighing up to 800 
and 1000 pounds, and will eat nearly 
as much as a steer. But one calf is 
born at a time and*the cows do not 
ordinarily breed until the third year. 
Elk seem to thrive under harder con- 
ditions than deer and may prove 
more profitable under the semi-arid 
conditions of the West and Sourh- 


west. 
A SUCCESS IN OZARKS. 


Successful herds have been main- 
tained in the Ozark region of Ar- 
kansas. and. on the plains of Wyo- 


ming. Less fencing is required than’ 


with deer, and elk will run with 
other domestic stock on large ranges. 
The venison is rather coarse, but of 
remarkable flavor in season. ‘The 
bulls are particularly dangerous, and 
even the cows.attack man sometimes 
when the calves are young.

Louis, hurt over-the dropping of four 
games in Kansas City out of 250 
played. 

In that town he met with one of the 
most serious reversals of his notable 
trip, which lasted five months, with 
a record of very nearly 3000 games 
played and under 20 lost. 

He dropped no games here, although 
some of our local players gave him a 
hard run, our men getting 33 draws 
out of 164 games. This was not a 
bad showing, considering that Mr. 
Barker thinks of nothing but check- 
ers and possibly dreams of little else, 
he ‘being a professional and often 
winning hundreds of dollars on @ 
series of games. 

V. D. Grow distinguished himself 
by drawing seven or eight games with 
the distinguished visitor to St. Louis, 
while E. E. Rooks was a ¢lose sec- 
ond. John Curran and others played 
well, considering the number played. 

A strong colored player of this city, 
J. B. Dickerson, made Mr. Barker fly 
the distress signals, in a game that 
lasted over two houis and was fought 
all the way, Mr. Barier playing a 
strong ending, however, and winning 
out. 

Mr. Barker played a great many 
games simultaneously, and often 
played several of our best players at 
one. board, allowing them to consult 
before each move, Some players al- 
low themselves to be blindfolded, 80 
well do they hold the, games in their 
minds. 

‘Mr. Barker is little over 50 years 
of age. At 15 years he played against 
Wyllie, who was touring this coun- 
try for the first. time. The boy won 
3, lost 10 and drew 12. 

Mr. Barker won the American 
championship fron, C, Priest in 1878. 
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ONE of the STRONGEST 
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In two series with this antagonist he 
won 12, lost 3 and drew 77. His Wa- 
terloo came in 1880, when\Muir defeat- 
ed him, but he regained the title the 
following year by defeating James P. 
Reed by a score of 4 to 1. 


NICKNAMED “STONEWALL.” 


When he finally played Wyllie for 
the world’s championship, the great 
Scot sat opposite the man who had 
first astonished him as a boy. Hard 
battles were fought, each winning one 
lonely game and drawing 48. For a 
long time Barker has been called 
“Stonewall” and few have had the 
temerity to challenge him. 

J. A. Drouillard of Kansas City was 
the last competitor, he winning 2 to 
Barker’s 10, with 31 games drawn. The 
prize was $2000. His title seems safe 
for some time, as Mr. Drouillard is 
considered the second best in the 
country, with a possible third in Mr. 
Hugh McKean of Salt Lake City, 
Utah, who knows the game as it is 
taught in Scotland, which is saying a 
great deal. Mr. McKean has drawn 
in Europe with Wyllie, Ferrie, Mar- 
tins and Jordan. 

To the Scotch belongs more Credit 
for developing the game than to any 
other people. Many of the openings 
bear Scotch names, such as Glasgow, 
Dundee, Whilter and Paisley. Good 
players are not a possession of Scot- 
land alone, however, as men of all 
nationalities have helped develop the 
game. 

The little towns of the Southwest 
and West usually have a checker 
giant by whom all will swear. For 
hours of the day he will sit in a storé 
about the town and play all who ap- 
pear. 

This winter I met one.“champ” of 
& smaller town, who had come over 
to St. Louis expressly that he might 
rub up against the strongest the city 
had, in order to become more profi- 
clent. He was a splendid player at 
that.

Some strong players of the West are 
Newell W. Banks of Detroft, who has 
recently been refused a match by 
Barker; Champion Newcomb of Ohio, 
with Hutzler of Cincinnati right on 
his heels; Heffner of Chicago, over- 
shadowing all Illinois players; A. N. 
Logan of Brookville, Ind., champion 
of the State. 


STATE CHAMPIONSHIP. 


In Iowa we find John Henderson 
of Grand Junction winning the year- 
ly, contest held during January, with 
F. G. Roberts of Perry and George S. 
Jennings of Des Moines seeond and 
third respectively. , 

These state championships must be 
decided at the regular state meets, but 
sometimes others claim the cham- 
pionship, notwithstanding. This 
happened recently in Kansas. 

For several years play has been 
held at Wichita, commencing about 
Jan. 1. For three consecutive years 
J. C. Williamson of Mount Hope has 
distanced all competitors, thus firmly 
establishing his supremacy in that 
State. 

Shortly after the meet the Chess 
and Checker Club of the town of 
Gardner defied all Kansas players 
to meet the club’s Goliath, J. B. Moll. 
That the club had faith in Moll and 
that he, to a great extent, justified 
their confidence, was shown when he 
played John Dougherty of Elisworth 
a series of 20 games, losing the match 
by only one game. Mr. Dougherty 
gave Mr. Williamson a very close 
call for the State title in the last 
State meet. 

Among those who would be worthy 
to enter the contest for the much dis- 
puted Texas championship are J. F. 
Barwick of Hockley, ‘who has chal- 
lenged all aspirants; Eugene L. Witt 
of Dallas, who has done likewise; Mr. 
Kidd of Houston, James Langston of 
Crockett, G. L. Whitman of Wax- 
ahachie and Joseph V. Brashear of 
Alpine. 

Since the advent of A. J. Klinka 
to St. Louis the standing of the others 
in the city, in the State and in the 
West is likely to undergo a change of 
position, as he is ex-champion of Phil- 
adelphia and already regarded by his 
St. Louis admirers as the equal of 
Barker. In a recent game that 
seemed hopelessly lost he displayed a 
marvelous power of pulling a game 
“out of the fire.” He is most reso- 
lute and resourceful in handling his 
pieces. He plays a strong game 
of chess as a side line. 

There has been some talk among 
the more earnest advocates of the 
game of having it introduced into 
the public schools as a mind exercise. 
There can be no doubt that the reas- 
oning powers develap with the ability 
of the player as well as his capacity 
for mental calculation. 

A beginner will move a piece and 
keep his finger on it, in order to see 
just how it looks. An expert will 
start a “stroke” that will clear ten 
or more pieces from the board, mak- 
ing the game unrecognizable, while 
before he started the play he saw just 
what the result would be. 

The game differs essentially in 
principle from baseball, in that time 
cuts no figure. Nevertheless, an in- 
experienced player will often jerk a 
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piece away from opponent’s king, as 
though he were afraid of having it 
“tagged out.” An excellent rule is 
to never become excited in a game, 
thus causing hurried and thoughtless 
moves trying to avoid a, danger that 
does not exist. 

Many players rely on strategy 
rather than on actual- position to 
win their games, pulling their king up 
after your man with a speed that 
would indicate that they are going 
to kidnap it right away. And the in- 
nocent pulls his piece away with a 
speed that is only equalled by a man 
dodging an automobile. Maybe he 
would have done better to let the 
king have the piece, for a man ‘often 
ties himself up badly in placing him- 
self in a position where he must cap- 
ture on the next move. 

Some players lose on being talked 
at and bluffed, while others fear a 
mar with a reputation, and will not 
play their best game. All these things 
go with the game, and when learned, 
increase a man’s efficiency at the 
board or away from it. 


THE CHOICE OF COLORS. 


When commencing a series of 
games, allow your antagonist the 
choice of color. Black always mayes 
first in checkers; whitein chess. In 
the second game you will play with 
the color you captured in the first 
game. Some men prefer the opening 


. move, others the reply. One should 


learn both sides equally well. There 
is ne advantage in the opening move. 

It is well to desire to win, but don’t 
wait too long before moving. Learn 
rapid analyzation, It doesn’t cost any 
more to lose a game than to win, and 
sometimes one may learn more. 

Play fifteen or twenty games in an 
evening. Some players about town 
are avoided by others, owing to slug- 
gish play. If you find the man across 
the board taking more than his share 
of time, suggest a certain number of 
seconds to move, and if possible give 
the watch to a third party, the one 
failing to move in a specified time to 
forfeit the game. 


Some of the older text books ad- 
vise a beginner to accept any odds his 
superior may offer, say 12 pieces 
against 11. This is well enough, but 
it spoils the game as far as move and 
counter are concerned. A better way 
of accepting odds is to count all the 
games in which the weak man gets 
a king as though actually won by him, 
or the games in whieh he obtains a 
king first, or, if the difference is not 
very great allow him the draws. 


Some players “huff,” that is to lift 
an opponent’s piece from the board, 
for failure to jump. It is true that 
this practice is. pefmissable accord- 
ing to Anderson's rules, but don’t do 
it—don’t do it. The men in this city 
would scorn you for it, as they regard 
it as a cowardly game. Very often it 
is to your advantage not to have a 
piece captured, so be satisfied with 
thet, but if it should prove to your 
advantage to have your own piece 
vapiured, you have the right to de- 
mand that he make the capture. The 
reason for this is plain, when we con- 
sider that some plays require the sac- 
rifice of three or four pieces before 
making & sweep of the board, and 
should your antagonist capture a 
number of pieces and refuse the bal- 


ere 


ance it would leave you in a bad po- s 


sition. ee 

You will occasionally meet a player 
who objects to “swaps” or “trade- 
offs.” or, in common language, an 
equal exchange of pieces. Go right 
ahead with your game, as any move 
on the board belongs to you if you 
wish to take it, and in some cases 
where one has a greater number of 
men it is absolutely necessary to 
“swap” in order to win. If a man 
does not wish to be swapped, he 
should take care that he keep the ad- 
vantage in pieces. Another purpose 
of the trade is to change the “move,” 
which is regarded carefully by all 
players.

Don’t 
hanéle a’ piece unless you intend to 
move it. 

Den’t hover with your hand over 
the board.

it, and it is certainly generous. This 
will prove that you delight in losing 
a bard game rather than winning an 
easy one. 

Don’t talk over another’s game, un- 

jess the player asks you for criticism. 
Play clean in all respects.

The correspondence games might

OHN BURROUGHS, at 72, has gone back to 
J school. 

The eminent author and naturalist, known 
everywhere in America for many delightful books 
and for critical writings thgt have placed him in 
the front rank of American men of letters, has 
been attending lectures on soils and fertilizers, 
cows, chickens and vegetables and performing all 
the duties of a student at New York State Agri- 
cultural College, a department of Cornell Uni- 
‘versity. Although he was brought up on a farm, 
and has himself operated one with eminent suc- 
cess quring a great part of his life, he declares 
that he finds there is still much to learn about it 
at school, and more pleasure than ever in sys- 
tematic study. 

The last time Mr. Burroughs went to school 
until he visited Cornell this spring was in the 
summer of 1856, when he atterded Cooperstown 
Seminary. He was then 19 years old. In the 53 
years that have 2lapsed since then hé has been a 
sonsistent student, especially of all problems con- 
nected with the growing of things. His farm is 
scientifically operated and all the nodern ‘neth- 
os of intensive agriculture that apply are us2d. 
There are few men in thie country with broader 
or more intimate knowledge of the marvelous 
development.of scientific farming. 

One of the most interesting classmates of Mr. 
Burrouchs is a woman, Mrs. Olive Brown Sarre, 
the authorfty on Japanese architecture and Jap- 
anese arts and crafts, who is managing a large 
estate in the foothills of the Catskills,,where she 
is doing some interesting things in the raising of 
fanev chickens,*tur’eys and squabs. Mrs. Sarre 
hrs been attend'ng the classes throughout the win- 
ter and it was her interest and enthusiasm that 
ine iced Mr. Burrcughs to visit the university.

Therefore, for the benefit of the 
general public, and partioularly for 
those banks which may not have 
become familiar with their methods, I 
ghall endeavor in this article to ex- 
plain just how these swindlers op- 
erate, trusting that my story may 
serve to put those interested on their 
guard, and save them from being vic- 
timized in the future. " 

In the first place, a criminal, in 


order to be a successful ‘check rais- 


er,” must possess an intimate knowl- 
edge of banking methods, must be 
periectly familiar with the way in 
which checks and drafts are usually 
made out, in order that any altera- 
tions he may make will pass exam- 
ination, and retain a business-like ap- 
pearance,

The_ principal reason why profes- 


sional theck raisers have to use spe-. 


clally prepared acids for removing 
writing from a check is because 
many of the banks now use what is 
known as “safety paper,” and any 
alterations made on this paper with a 
ready-made “eradicator’ would show. 
The check raiser has to be careful 
to get a check which he is sure wil! 
be honored for the amount which he 
intends to raise it to. Therefore, he 
must ascertain how large a balance 
the person who signed the check has 
got to his credit in the bank, and 
must also be sure that the amount 
which he is going to make the check 
call for will not create suspicion 
when it is presented for payment. 
Supposing the check raiser has se- 


cured a check which calls for $8 and 


he desires to raise it to $80. He sim- 
ply removes enough of the line fol- 
lowing the word “Eight” and adds a 
“y,”’ thus making it read “Righty” 
dollars, although this amount is not 
large enough to suit the professional 
expert, and he would be far more apt 


to alter the check to read “Eight | 


Thousand” dollars.

It is a well-known fact in police and 
financial circles that some of the suc 
cessful criminals in this line have 
been “pensioned’’ by the banking 
world, which only goes to prove how 
dangerous they are. The bankers be- 
lieve that it is cheaper for them to 
pay -these clever swindlers to ‘be 
good” than to allow the crooks to 
continue their operations against the 
banks. . 

That these “pensions” are paid is 
denied bythe American Bankers As- 
sociation and by the detective bureau 
said to have charge of giving out the 
“pensions.” But, of course, this de- 
al ig made for perfectly obvious 
re s, as they no doubt think that 
were the fact to become generally 
known among criminals it would have 
a tendency to make them still more 
energetic; in the hopes of winning a 
pension, and n, HO one likes to 
admit his weakness, or to make his 
defeat known”: 5 

MUST MAK REPORTS. . 
Kach one of these “pensioned” crim- 
inale is obliged to report regularly, 
at stated intervala, to the detective 
bureau, Which keeps of their 
movements and sees to it that they 
live up to the terme of their agree- 
ment with the bankers. |

Most of the experts take @ certain 
pride in. their work, as It brings all 
their cleverness and ingenuity into 
play, and the ger of arrest only 
& spice to the game. But -es 
moet of the professional experts’ faces 
and methods are known to all detec- 
tives and banks throughout the civ- 
jlised , world, the “pensioners” are 
kept pretty well in check. 

There are a number of different 
systems to prevent checks and draf's 
from being raised. I addition to the 
cutting gevices which perforate (he 
paper, And the “safety paper” on 
which soute checks are ted, many 
banks still use the “advice system.” 

At the close of' a day's bdusiness 
these banks send their correspond- 
ents a lst of all checks and drafts 





“6.” and any number of similar al- 
terations can be made. 

Just who must lose the difference 
between the amount of the original 
and that of the raised check, depends 
on circumstances. If the person who 
made out the original check did not 
use “due caution,”’ the loss falls upon 
him. But if he can show that he 
took due precaution‘to protect the 
paper, then the loss falls on whoever 
cashed it. : af 

“Due caution” means that the 
words and figures must be written 
so that an insertion cannot be made 
before or after them, without the 
obliteration of a portion of the check, 
and presumably, under modern meth- 
ods, the check must be perforated, or 
mechanically protected In some way 
to prevent alternation. 

In almost every case of check rais- 
ing there has been a lawsuit to see 
who would have to shoulder the loss,

busitiess-like appearance after the 
eviminal gets through altering them 
than they d'd before, aiid readily pasa 
muster when they ate presented at 
the bank*for payment. ee 

“Check raisers,” however, are not 
the only criminals who ate “pen- 
sioned”’ in order to keep them from 
operating their graft. There are cer- 
tain expert counterfeiters in this 
country who have been receiving a 
“pension” at regular intervals from 
the United States Government, with 
the understan@ing that they must ab- 
stain from all crooked work. 

The really expert counterfeiters, 
men who cam engrave @ plate just as 
skillfully and perfectly as any of 
Uncle Sam’s engravers, are few. One 
of the most expert now living, and 
who has been drawifg a “pension” 
from the Governmént for years, ls

half-dollar and dollar. 

The majority of criminals whe 
make spurious coins are Italians, al- 
though Americans, Germans, English- 
mén and other nationalities Rave been 
caught at this work. Most of the 
clever counterfeit coife af made

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT will enter the 
great game reserves of British East Africa 
: via the Uganda Railway, a line running 
‘from the port of Mombasa, on the Indian Ocean, 
in a northwesterly direction past the high moun- 
tain of Kilima Nijaro, to Lake Victoria Nyanza, a 
total distance of some four hundred miles. 
The construction of this railway, through desert 
wilderness, swamp and jungle, was achieved in 
the face of difficulties and dangers wellnigh in- 
surmountable. The epic chapter of its history 
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was supplied Tt he extraordinary experiences 
of Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. Patterson, an Eng- 
lish army engineer ‘sent in March, 1898, to take 
charge of the construction of a section of the 
line at Tsavo, 132 miles from the coast. . 

‘far the most ferocious, cunning and 
defiant animals which Col. Patterson met were 
the man-eating lions of Tsavo. The two gigantic 
and formidable beasts which were the head and 
front of the reign of terror at this place, were 
finally bagged by the intrepid Englishman; but 
not until after they had killed and eaten more 
than forty men, broken up a-camp of some two 
thousand laborers and actually stoppedjthe whole 
work of railroad building for a period” of several 
weeks. 

COL. PATTERSON’S OWN STORY. 

I.—AN INVITATION TO DINNER. 


OME little time before the flight of the work- 
men I had written to Mr. Whitehead, the 
district officer of the railway’ line, asking 
him to come up and assist me in my campaign 
against the lions, and to bring with him any of 
his native soldiers that he could spare. He re- 
plied, accepting the invitation, and told me to 
expect him aboyt dinner time on Dec. 2, which 
turned out to be the day after the exodus. 

IT waited for some little time for Mr. Whitehead, 
but he did not put in dn appearance, so I con- 
cluded that he must have postponed his journey 
until.the next day. As I was having my dinner 
in solitary state, I heard a couple of shots, but 
paid no attention to them, as rifles were being 
cohstantly fired in the neighborhood of the camp.

His clothing was rent by one huge tear from 
the nape of the neck downward, and on the ex- 
posed flesh were four great claw marks, showing 
red and angry through the cloth torn to rib- 
bons. 

It appeared that his train was late, so that it 
was quite dark when he arrived at Tsavo station, 
from which the track to my camp lay through a 
small cutting. He was accompanied by Abdullah, 
his sergeant. of native troops, who walked close 
behind him carrying a lantern. They were about 
half-way through the cutting when a huge lion 
suddenly sprang down upon them from the high 
bank, knocking Whitehead over like a nine- 
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pin, tearing his back as I have described. For- 
tunately, he had his carbine with him and in- 
stantly fired. ‘The flash and the loud report, 
must have dazed the lion for a second or two, en- 
abling Whitehead to disengage himself. But the 
next instant the brute pounced like lightning 
on the unfortunate Abdullaff and made off with 
him. All the poor fellow had time to say was: 
“Eh, bwana, simba!” (“Oh, master, a lion!’’) 

It was, of course, this unfortunate man whom I 
heard the lions devouring duririg the night. 
Whitehead himself had a marvelous escape. 


II—“LION FIGHTING WITH STATION—SEND 
URGENT SUCCOR!” 

MAN-EATING lion had taken up his quar- 

ters at a little roadside station called 
Kimaa, and had developed 
taste for the members of the railway staff. He 
was a most daring brute, quite indifferent as to 
whether he carried off the station master, the sig- 
nalman or the switch tender.

III—THE REIGN OF TERROR IN THE JUNGLE

ET me now return briefly to the regular

In the whole of my life I have never 
experienced anything more nerve shaking than to 
hear the deep roars of these dreadful monsters 
as they closed in on us through the midnight st- 
lence of the African jungle, and to know that 
somie one or other of us was doomed to be their 
victim before daybreak. 

Then the roaring would cease and quiet would 
reign for an hour or two—as lions always stalk 
their prey in complete.silence. All at once, how- 
ever, we would hear an uproar and frenzied cries 
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com'ng from another camp, perhaps half a wile 
away; and we knew that the lions had ted @& 
man there, and that we should see or hear 
nothing more of them that night.

time after the t Brock and I sat in wait 
fon them in the goods wagon. It then occurred to 
me that- should they renew their attacks, a trap 
would offer the best chanee.of getting at thee. 
and that if I could construct one in which a 
couple of coolies might be used as bait; without 
danger, the lidns would be quite daring 
to enter it. 

I accordingly set to work at once, and in 
time managed to make a sufficiently strong 1 
out of wooden sleepers, train rails, pieces of 
graph wire, and a length of heavy chain.
